To the Editor of the Graphic: 

The censeleM outcry about murderous 
ftrade crossings has been kept up until 
the public mind is bewildered, yet be- 
lieves there must in some way be an 
awful slaughter and is mado willing to 
seriously contemplate the spending of 
millions with o ber very great sacrifices, 
in an experimental trial to stop tho 
slaughter, all in our belief with no 
adequate evidence of any occasion for It. | 
In our belief six-eighths of tho arguments i 
in favor of an elevated mad aro grounded ; 
in misconceptions and misrepresenta- 
tions. The essential facts indeed seem 
stover to have been looked up or weighed, i 
will montion some which we have I 
.ao r selves looked up. 

At the Newtonvillo crossing, where we 
have lived fifty years, ouly two deaths 
have occurred since t he road way openod, 
neither of which would have occurred 
under the present arrangements, or 
possible with a double instead of a 
single bar so easy and tempting i > step 
under. As to the loss of life at the other 
erossincs supposed to be saved by elevat- 
ing the road, wo have mado much in- 
quiry also and chaliengo the showing 
that even with the imperfect system 
which most of tho time prevailed, (lint 
rlie loss has averaged one to each in half 
a century. The loss of life from walking 
on tho road which can in no way be pre- 
vented, and at couplings, has beon vastly 
greater. 

And it seems to us today that tho 
wisest course is to stop all proceedings 
until a report of a suitable commission 
relating the facts and circumstances of 
each is beforethem. With tho automatic 
notice of trains half a mile oft, a double 
bar and a man on each sido, there would 
bo no need of any loss of life from one 
generation to another, aud the whole 
cost of such protection belongs to tho 
road by its charter, giving tho rights to 
go auy where on condition ot paying all 
damages. With tho automatic notice it 
would be a thing of no difficulty and the 
aoad has the money on hand collected 
/or it. 

An elevated road fourteen stops high 
i or millions to pass up and down all 
weathers, old aud young, children in 
arms, personal baggage, would be an ex- 
penmeiit.exposed to so many unforeseen 
contingencies that the loss of life would 
in our opinion be much greater than by 
the present mode perfected as we pro- 
pose. 

The road is responsible to reasonably 
protect all tho crossings. Those which 
Che road sees fit to call only farm cross- 
ings, are r.ot limited to farm work, un- 
less expressly so stated in the deed, but 
are perpetually subject to whatever use 
the laud may lead to. Au elevated road 
would to many mar the beauty of the 
city aud lead to much deterioration of 
property at points and iu ways not 
thought of. it is unjust to tho people 
for the legislature to work too much for 
the beuefitof the stockholders oftlie Bos- 
ton it Albany road ; au unbiased report 
of the circumstances of each case that 
has occuned would show where the 
fault lay, and what was wise to do as 
B nothing else can. T. II. C.

THE ANTI-FPEK PASS BILL. 

ITS CONSTITUTION ALITY NOW UNDER DIS- 
CUSSION. 

In its resumo of last woek’s legislative 
business tho Sunday Herald says of the 
Free Pass bill: “Of all tho legislators 
who watched the progress of this bill 
through its various stages none were 
more pleased than whito-hairod Senator 
Gorham D. Gilman, who comes from the 
second Middlesex district, and is one of 
tho oldest members iu tho branch. 

Threo years ago, when a member of 
the House, he introduced a measure 
which was in the line of abolishing freo 
passes for legislators. It was driven out 
of tho House in a hurry; in fact, those 
who espoused tho measure were almost 
ridiculed. Now Senator Gilman points 
to tho great change and groat reform 
that has come about, and he gives the 
Herald a good deal of tho credit for 
agitating the matter and eventually suc- 
ceeding in impressing people with the 
idea that the measure was demanded. 

IS THE BILL CONSTITUTIONAL? 

The bill is now laid up for repairs. It 
catne down to the House on Friday for 
enactmeut. when it was discovered that 
its phraseology did not conform to the 
statutes, and, furthermore, that it 
omitted to enumerate a class of officials 
which were obviously intended to be in- 
cluded within its scope. Tho Dili refers 
to “judges” of tho supreme judicial aud 
superior court, whereas the statutes call 
them “justices.” Tho judges of “police” 
courts were omitted irom the bill, al 
though the jadges ot municipal and dis- 
trict courts were iucluded. The neces- 
sary changes will be made before it is 
called up for enactment. 

There are a good many men who are 
not unfriendly to this b 11 who believe 
that it is unconstitutional. The judici- 
ary committee seems to have had some 
doubts itself, for before the hill passed 
through itsiuitial stages another measure 
was run through to annul the provision 
of the constitution which authorizes the 
payment of mileage to members. Tho 
provision reads as follows: “The ex- 
penses of travelling to the Geueral As- 
sembly and returning home once in every 
session, aud no more, shall be paid by 
the government out of the pu'-lic treasury 
to every member who shall attend as 
seasonably as he can in the judgment of 
the House, aud does uot depart without 
leave.” 

It seems to be the judgment of the 
judiciary committoe, that it would be 
well to have tins provision out of the 
way, but as it will necessitate subtnissi »n 
to the people aud indorsement by the 
succeeding Legislature, the Governor, in 
considering the tree pass bill, will have 
to exaraiuo it with reference to the con- 
stitution as ir exists. The chief argu- 
ment against the constitut onaliiy of the 
bill is based on that part of the provisions 
quoted which says that “the expenses ot 
travelling to the General Assembly and 
returning home once in every session, 
aud no more, shall be paid by the gov- 
ernment out of the public treasury.” 
The bill authorizes the treasury to pay 
to each member $2 per mile, a sum 
which no one pretends is compensation 
for travelling expe scs for one trip to 
the State House and return. In all the 
debates on the subject, it was admitted 
that extra consideration should be shown 
for the merubeis from the western part 
of the state, inasmuch as they wore com- 
pelled to live iu Boston for the greater 
part of the session, to the neglect of 
their private affairs. A member coming 
200 miles would receive £-10!), and that 
sum would pay his board bid while here. 
The objection to the bill is, of course, 
that the mileage is a transparent cover 
for extracting hotel expenses from the 
state treasury. To cite a concrete case, 
the point is, in a nutshell, Would the 
supreme court say that the Legislature 
I as the constitutional light to pay Mr. 
Mellen of Worcester $SS for travelling 
expei. ses for one trip to the State House 
and return, when the Boston & Albany 
railroad will transport him for $2?”

TIIK Sl'RINUER FREE WOOL BILL 

MAJORITY REPORT WHICH ACCOMPANIED 
THE MEASURE ON ITS PRESENTATION 
TO THE HOUSE. 

The roports of the majority and minor- 
ity of honso committee on ways and 
meanB to accompany tlio Springer wool 
bill haB been presented to the national 
House. The majority report was pre- 
pared by Springer, nnd tho minority re- 
port by Mr. Burrows of Michigan. Tho 
majority report says tho McKinley bill 
was passed with enormous rates of 
duties, many of them prohibitory and all 
unreasonably high. “There can bo no 
good reason,” says the report, “for main- 
taining such high taxes upon articles 
which are so necessary to tho health and 
oomfort of tho peoplo. A peculiar feat- 
ure of these rates is that, owing to tho 
high rates per pouud nnd per square 
yard added to the ad valorem rates, tho 
duties were highest upon tho cheaper 
grades of goods worn by the masses of 
tho people and lowest upon tho high- 
priced goods worn by those in better 
circumstances.” “Twenty-five per cent,' 
comments tho report, “was all tho pro- 
tection that wool manufacturers in 1807 
asked in order to enable them to compete 
successfully with their forcigu rivals; but 
it seems in the case of woolen goods, as 
in all others, tho amount of protectiou 
required increases from year to year. 
As the industries get older and hotter 
established more protection is de- 
manded. 

The report proceeds to show that, 
while it is claimed the specific duties 
imposed on woolen goods by the Mc- 
Kinley law wore merely compensatory 
careful examination will show that the 
specific duties are in fact highly protec- 
tive and in many cases prohibitory. The 
rates proposed in the bill submitted, the 
report says, are fixod with due regard ro 
the labor, cost of production, and to the 
necessities of consumers. The lowest 
rates are placed upou goods upon which 
tho least labor has been bestowed and 
which are consumed by the greatest 
number of people. Tho history of tho 
effect of high tariffs on wool and woolen 
goods is reviewed with the object of 
showing that since our first beginning in 

1807 '.hu policy of high protective tariffs 
on wool and wooleus disastrous results 
have followed to growers, manufacture is 
and consumers. The report says: In 

1808 thero were 0,730,000 sheep in Ohio; 
in 1870 the number had fallen to 4,928,- 
000; in 1680 to 4,080,000; in 1883 to 5, 050,- 
000; in 1890 there were only 3,943,000 re- 
ported; while in 1891 tho number was 
given at 4,001,000. Similar resulis took 

E lace in all tho other states east of the 
[issouti and Mississippi rivers. The 
increase in the number of sheep in the 
United States has been in states west of 
those rivers or in localities where thero 
was a free tango upon tho public domain. 
There were iu the whole United States 
in 1808 nearly 30.000,000 sheep. There 
are now only 43,000, c(M), an iucrcase of 
4,430,000 iu 24 yeais. 

In 1807 there were only 38.000,000 
pounds of wool imported into the United 
States, which was 10 per cent only of tho 
wool consumed in this country. In 1891 
there were 120,000,000 pounds of wool 
imported, which was 30.8 per ceut of the 
total consumption of the country. The 
wool growers of 1807 believed tho im- 
position of high tariff on wool would 
securo them tho control of the home 
market. Tho result proves how greatly 
hey were mistaken. Moreover wool lias 
toadily declined in price from 1807. 
when it was worth 02 coins a pound iu 
currency, to tho present time. Thu Mc- 
Kinley act increased duty on wool an 
average of one cent a pouud. Tho result 
has been a fail in price of two to three 
cents a pound instead of a rise iu price. 
After 25 years of experiment, tho result 
has been a reduction of one-half in the 
number of sheen iu the states east of the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers aud a 
reduction of one-hulf iu the price of 
wool. 

The manufacturers of woolen goods, 
says tlie report, are divided iu opinion as 
to whether wool should be placed upou 
the free list, but all concede the great 
disadvantage to which American woolen 
manufacturers are subjected by reason 
of the tariff' on wool. The census state- 
ment shows that if wo deduct the idle 
establishments (271) aud the shoddy 
establishments (94) tliere were only 2502 
woolen establisiiineiits in active opera- 
tion in 1890. I'll is shows a decrease of 
70 since 1880. Woolen establishments 
have increased iu Pennsylvania, Now 
York, New Jersey aud in tlie New Eng- 
land states, hut, as a rule, there lias been 
a falling off iu woolen establishments be- 
tween 1880 and 1800 and in the southern 
states aud states west of tlie Allegheny 
mountains. The report declares that 
with a high protective tariff on tlie raw 
material and compensatory aud high ad 
valoroin duties on tho llnished product, 
the products limited to tho home market, 
woolen manufacturers cannot oven hone 
to increase their productions beyond tlie 
annual increase of population. 

The report says: Woolen goods, or 
goods composod iu whole or iu part of 
wool, are articles of universal consump- 
tion in this country. Thu existing law 
imposes an average tax of 91 per cent on 
such goods when imported. Just how 
much this protection increases tlie cost 
of domestic goods to American con- 
sumers cannot he ascertained with ac- 
curacy. As all persons are compelled to 
use woolen goods all are compelled to 
pay tho increased cost by reason of tlie 
tariff. This cxuctiou is taken from tlie 
many for tho benefit of the few. Not- 
withstanding tlie high protection ac- 
corded manufacturers of woolen goods, 
the quality of such goods lias deteriorated 
from year to year since tho discovery of 
machinery for converting woolen rags 
into substitutes for wool. In 1800 there 
were iu tiiis country 30 shoddy establish- 
ments with an auuuid product of $402,- 
590. Thu shoddy produced iu tlie United 
.States iu 1890 will amount to 100,000.000 
pounds. Thu scoured wool produced in 
that year amounted to only 92,000,000 
pouuds. It thus uppeus (but the high 
protective tariff on wool has forced 
manufacturers to use u cheaper material 
th. in wool; and the competition whloh 
now threatens mostly the wool pro- 
ducers of tlie country comes from tho 94 
establishments manufacturing shoddy iu 
he Uuited States rather thau from wool 


grown in Australia nnd South America. 

A comparison is t lion made of wool in 
tho United States nnd England from 1800 
to the present time. Tlie figures are 
given by 8. N. I). North, secretary of the 
national association of wool manufac- 
turers at Boston, and special agent of the 
census office in charge of wool statistics 
Mr. North made the comparison by tak- 
ing tho prices of Ohio medium washer] 
wool and Fort Phillip tierce, an Austin 
Itan wool of substantially the same 
qunlity. The Boston pi ices bet wcon 1800 
and 1879, when specie payments were 
resumed in tho United States, wero re- 
duced to a gold basis. Those statistics 
show that tho London nnd Boston prices 
have varied very littlo from yonr to year, 
t he report says that domestic wool is 
oontlncd to a limited market. Its only 
inirchasors are Ameiicau manufacturers. 
They buy only what they can use to 
advantage. A high protective tariff on 
wool has tho effect of limiting tlie de- 
mand for American wools, as under such 
tariffs neither domestic wool nor domes- 
tic manufacturers of wool can ho ex- 
ported and sold at a profit; and that 
amount only of domestic wool will be 
purchased and consumed which will be 
required to mix with tlie foreign wool 
which must bo used to produce tho re- 
quired quality and quantity of goods to 
supply the homo market. 

As free sugar lias increased tho 'oc- 
suraption of sugar in 1891 over 1890 24 
percent the repot t looks for at least an 
equal increase in tho consumption ol 
woolen goods if tho hi 1 1 passes. The 
report says that nearly 80,000.000 a year 
of revenue would bo lost through ad- 
mitting raw wool free. I< is not possible 
to tell just what would be the offoer of 
tho reductions on woolen goods. Reduc- 
tions of duties would cheapen tlie price 
to consumers and thus largely increase 
consumption. Increased consumpti- n 
would call for increased home manu- 
facture, as well as, temporarily at lenst, 
enlarged importations. But it is im- 
possible to ostimato accurately tho effect 
upon revenues of changes in tariff duties. 
The repot t, however, declares that any 
reduction of public income by tlie 
passage of this bill will be far more than 
balanced by tho healthy decrease in 
public expenditure. “By substituting 
it” it says, “in Mr. Jefferson’s well 
known phrase, ‘economy for taxation,’ 
we shall run no risk of causing a deficit 
in tho revenues of the government while 
lifting a grievous load of taxation from 
some of the plain necessarios of life.” 


THE ENDOWMENT ORDERS. 

MR. ATKINSON SHARPLY CRITICIZES THE 
RETAINED LAWYERS. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson is tpaking a 
strong fight for honesty in more senses 
than one in his war against the fraudu- 
lent short term endowment orders. 
Tho legislative correspondent of the 
Springfield Republican says: Mr. Atkin- 
son lias not only testified — and been as 
sharply cross-examined by one of our 
ex-governors as if ho were seeking to 
swindle instead of to prevent it — but he 
lias taken up tlie matter in a communica- 
tion to the Transcript. lie suggests that 
the principals who put forward ex-gov- 
ernors and ex-councilors as their legisla- 
tive agents, should themselves bo put on 
the stand and bo examined by tho state 
officers now in powor — the attorney- 
general, insurance commissioner, etc. — 
as to their published statements and 
private management of these orders. 
This is very good advice, and tho com- 
mittee on insurance which is giving 
these hearings ought to summon them 
and give them a chance to be questioned. 
Tho nuwspap^is have changed their tone 
considerably siuce last year in£ this 
matter, and few of them now defend the 
swindling orders, or suppress the evi- 
dence against them; and legislation 
against them, which should have been 
sharply urged last year, is now likely to 
be carried. Mr. Atkinson says: “The 
course of my cross-cxaminatiou was such 
as to givo mo the idea that the counsel 
wisl ed to convey an indirect impression 
that there might tie some analogy be 
tween tlie so-called endowments com- 
panies which I had described as swindles 
and such societies as the Masons, the 
Odd Fellows and the Royal Arcanum. 
To this I replied that I had reason to bo- 
lievo that personal character . and in- 
tegrity formed an element necessary to 
admission in all these associations, and 
wliilo such membership might not give 
absoluto assurance of integrity, it was 
yet to some extent a safeguard, What 
standard of integrity or character has 
been sot up either for membership or for 
management of tlie swindling endowment 
associations recently exposed?” 

It would puzzle the learned counsel to 
answer this question, or to refute tlie 
further statement of Mr. Atkiusou that 
he had examined tlie plans of certain 
endowment associations, and that they 
hold out an expectation of returns which 
it would he impossible to assure with 
any safety to tlie members, and that this 
fraud could have been exposed by any 
one competent to deal with the prin ;i- 
pies of insurance. This fact was not 
contested hy tlie counsel, but by cross- 
examinations it was sought to he ob- 
scured and put aside. A question like 
this was asked, says Mr. Atkinson: 

“ ‘Are there not many members even in 
tlie best-managed life insurance com- 
panies who forfeit their contracts hy 
non-payment?’ To which I reply, 
‘There aro aud tlie state lias ns far as 
possible endeavored to protect them 
from tho consequences of tneir misfor- j 
tune; hut from my examination of tlie j 
endowment associations tlie fact and t ho 
misfortune that a great number of mem- 
ber* or contributors may ho obliged to 
forfeit what they have paid, is held out 
as a bait to induce others to join, aud it j 
is tlie meanest motive that could lie 
presented.' ” Every person who has 
heard tho arguments, more or less 
plausible, of tho men who have made or 
wished to make a living or a fortune hy 
promoting such associations, will recog- 
nize this statement of Mr. Atkinson’s as 
strictly true. In one instance I prevented 
a person more or less uudor my iutluvnce 
from taking up tiiis business, in which 
he t<dd me there were large profits, hut 
in which, as I questioned him, tiiis for- 
feiture fiuud became visible as tho maiu 
source of iuoome. 1 think Mr. Atkinson 
iu error, however, in supposing that tlie 
counsel ho mentions would refuse to take 
fees from the Louisiana lottery if they 
were piaotioing iu t hat state; though 
they might refuse here. A foe is a fee, 
and is seldom refused hy counsel of tills 
description, unless it is too small.

The Svvr Hose House at Nonnntum. 

Flans have been prepared and esti- 
mates are asked hy tho committee on 
public property for the erection of a 
building for the accommodation of tlie 
tiro department and police at Nonantum. 
Tho site selected is at the corner of 
Watertown and Bridge streets and is 
now occupied by tl.o old police station. 
Tins building is in had repair, insecure, 
and is to be taken down nnd the material 
used in the now structures. 

The now building is planned for a hose 
wagon, hut is so arranged that an engine 
can he accommodated when tlie growth 
of tho village shall demand it. 

The general dimensions aro 21x44 feet 
and two stories high. Tho first story 
contains the apparatus room, two stalls 
nnd tiie stable fitted with all tlie neces- 
sary conveniences. 

Tho troni of tlie building is to l o on 
Watertown i-treot ami a prved driveway 
extends from tlie street to the entrance 
to tho apparatus room. At tho right of 
t lie entiai.ee is die hose tower contain- 
ing the staircase to the second story and 
uuder tiiis the stairs to tlie basement. 
In tho roir but wholly disconnected from 
these rooms is the hay loft and grnin 
bins, reached hy a staircase from tlie 
stable. Tho tower is continued above 
tho staircase and forms a prominent 
feature of tlie building. It is a little 
over fifty feet high from the cellar floor 
to tlie deck, tlie height being necessary 
to iiang the hose, which lias to lie 
washed out and dried whenever used, in 
order to prevent rotting. Tho top of tho 
tower is provided with an open deck for 
a bell and sounder which it is expected 
will bo placed there. 

The police station is directly in rear of 
the building and contains an office, three 
colls and a lodging room, and is fitted tip 
with the conveniences of a modern sta- 
tion. 

Tlie exterior of t he buildings is of red 
brick with Milford granite and terra 
cotta trimmings. The wood work is of 
Nortli Carolina pine finished to show the 
natural color. Tlie architects, Messrs. 
Kendall and Stevens, have spared no 
p»ins to mako tho building a credit to 
tlie city, nnd it will, when completed, ho 
equal to any building of its class now 
owned by the city. 

Tho erection of the building at the 
present time is largely due to tlie efforts 
of Councilman Forkuall, who lias urged 
tho needs of tiiis locality upon tlie city 
government for tho past, two years, and 
finds a recognition of bis demand in 
i lie present action of the property com- 
mittee.

Tin: Bostou Transcript has been look- 
iiiR over matters in this district atul 
finds that one of tho most interesting of 
political contests appears to be going on 
in a very quiet but persistent manner iu 
the new eleventh congressional district, 
which iuctudes in its aroa Wards 21, 28 
and 25 of Boston. Thero were certain 
, indications not long ago that Colonol E. 
V. Mitchell, at present executive 
councillor, was not unwilling to repre- 
sent tho district at Washington. Later 
it was uuderstooi that Colonel William 
F. D.aper had taken an astive part in 
the canvass, or rather that parties acting 
in his iuterest bad been feeling tho pulso 
of the district in a quiet but system Uio 
way. But the 1 itest story is to the effect 
that Colonel Mitchell has withdrawn 
from tho field and that ho will exert 
what influence he has toward promoting 
the candidacy of Edwin U. Curtis of 
Boston, who will make a strong push for 
the place. And here comes in an as- 
sociation of politicians which has a 
signidcance greater than would likely 
come of mere accident. Mr. Curtis, 
Colonel Fairchild and William Power 
Wilson were the great Allen trio in last 
autumn’s campaign and between Messrs. 
Curtis and Fairchild there is believed to 
be an offensive and defensive alliauce. 
Together they were potent in securing 
the gubernatorial nomination for Colonel 
Allen, and it was mainly through tho 
efforts of Colonel Fairchild that Ebeu S. 
Draper was made chairman of the lie* 
publican State committee. Now the 
question is asked, was there an under- 
standing by which Mr. Draper was to be 
thus provided for, and Mr. Curtis was to 
have the congressional nomination? 


Tiie Milford Journal is now devot- 
ing a creat deal of space to attacks upon 
Senator Hill, for whom the Journal 
evidently has great admiration. He is 
the Journal’s ideal politician. He lias 
the same contempt for civil service re- 
form as the Journal, he despises inde- 
pendents with the stiue deep disgust; 
lie has the same belief iu the duty of 
every man to support tho nominee of his 
party, no matter how that nomination 
was secured, and in other ways the 
Journal sees in him tho representative 
of its own principles, while cx-President 
Cleveland on the other hand represents 
all that the Journal detests. Mr. Hill 
unfortunately is a Democrat so the 
Journal cannot openly support him, but 
it is doing what it can by making him 
out to be the greatest man in the Demo- 
cratic party. It apparently does not see 
that the success of such a man is the 
greatest disgrace that cm befall this 
country, and t hat iu -11011 a case patriot- 
ism ougiit to rise above party, and ail 
respectable voters unite iu opposing Hill 
and his methods. Let oue party get 
down to sum’ll a low level in politics ami 
it would uot be long before the other 
party would also be there, in an evil con- 
test for supieinacy.

The 
result is very oncouragiug to believers in 
honest politics, and shows that it is not 
safe to offend tho respectablo voters. 
There seems to bo hope now that New 
York can get rid of both Hill aud Tam- 
many, which would be groat good fort- 
une for the nation. 



The Standard Oil Trust has been 
declared illegal in Ohio, and it now re- 
mains to bo seeu whether the law lias 
any effective means of getting at this 
giaut monopoly. If this trust is broken 
up then there may be some hope of 
striking a blow at tho great coal trust, 
which lias just advanced the price ot 
coal, the usual way in which the great 
monopolies secure greater economy and 
greater returns on their watered stock. 


The state seuate passed the bill for 
the abolitiou of private grade crossings 
in Newton, on Tuesday, to be engrossed, 
in spite of lively opposition on the part 
of those who thought there should be 
one general law to cover all such cases. 


March came in with a good many 
leonine characteristics, all of which give 
hope for an early spring.

Ordered, That the following rules and regula- 
tit ns be and the same aro hereby adopted ns the 
rules And regulatio is of this Board. 

Ordered, That the clerk publish the rules and 
regnbiMons or this Board, as adopted March 3 1, 
1892, In tho Newton Graphic and Newton .Journal. 

Rule 1. a. No person shall occupy or permit 
others to occupy any bull ling owned by him, ns a 
dwell ng, tenement or lodging-house, unless such 
building Is provided with a suitable water tight 
privy -vault, or with a water closet, nor unless 
every water-closet, sink, sot bowl, slop hopper or 
like fixture is connected with a water-tight soil 
pipe and underground drain of sufficient size to 
carry o(T the contents to a cesspool or sewer. 

No owner nor occupant of any tenement < r 
building shall permit any sewage, garbage, con- 
tents or drainage of a privy vault or ct sspool, or 
sink drain, or other filth, or source of filth of said 
tenement, building or premises, to empty, or 
enter into am street or cPaiii of tho city, or any 
brook, stream or pond of water. 

c. No person shall build or cause to be built 
any privy vault m cesspool, unless the same is 
constructed in a thorough and substantial man- 
ner, lined with stone, brick, or other suitable 
material of sutlleient thickness and strength to 
prevent the walls from falling in. and located so 
that tho inside of tho same shall In at lens! three 
feet distant from tho line of any adjoining lot or 
street. Every cesspool shall be of sufficient size 
to contain at lea-vt eighty cubic feet, measured 
below eighteen inches beneath the surface of the 
ground, and, when not water-tight, shall be at 
iea-*t twenty feet from the outside of the cellar 
avail of a* y tenement or dwelling, and thirty fot 
distant from any well, spring, or anv other sourc 
of water supply used for culinary or domestic 
purposes. 

Earth privies or close's may be established 
where dry earth or ashes is added to the depo-it 
vaults In sutlleient quantity to absorb all mois- 
ture, nnd where the entire contents are removed 
weekly. 

d. The owner and the occupant of premises In 
which thero is any private sewer, drain, privy 
vault or cesspool, shall cause the same to bo kop' 
iu thorough repair, and every privy vault and 
cc.'spool to bo einpt oil and cleans -d at least onca 
each year, and at such other times ns may be 
necessary to prevent its becoming offensive*, and 
whenever it is filled to a point within eighteen 
Inches of the surface of the ground, and when- 
ever required by the board of health or Its agent. 

e. If the owner or occupant of an.' taueme.it 
or bull. line neglects to empty nnd c cause a vault 
or c sspool connected therewith within forty- 
eight hours after notice to d> so, thehmri of 
heal ih may have the same emptied and cleansed. 

Public .-statutes, Chap. s0, Sect. 21.— “The board 
or tho health officer shall order the owner or oc- 
cupant at his own expense to remove any nui- 
sance, source of filth, or cause of sickness, found 
on private property, witlilu twenty four hours, 
or such other time as it deems rea-oanblc, after 
notice served as provided m the I'ollowiug sec- 
tion: and if the owner or occupant neglects so to 
do, lie shall forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty 
dollars for every day daring which he knowingly 
permits such nuisanc > or cause of sickness to re- 
nnln after the time prescribed for the removal 
thereof.” 

Sect. 22 —“Such ordor shall be made in writing 
and served by any person competent to serve a 
notice in a civil suit, pers tnally on the owner, 
occupant, or hi* authoriz *d agent; or a copy of 
the order may bo left at tho hut and usual place 
of abode of th* owner, occupant, or ngunt, if ho 
is known and within the state. But if lie prem- 
ises nre unoccupied ami the residence of the 
owner or agent is unknown or without the stato.

— “Every building situated on a public or private 
street, c *urt or passage way, i. which there is a 
public sewer, shall, when required by the b uird 
of health of the city or town in which it s amis, 
he connected by a good and sufficient particular 
drain with such public sewer.” 

Sect. 2.— "Any person owning, leasing or main- 
taining any building not connected wit li a public 
sower as provided ill the preceding section shall 
l*o punished by a fine not exceeding two hundred 
dollars." 

h No person sli ill discharge nny contents of 
any pr vr vault, munure pit, or carriage wash 
into a publi i drain or sewer except through au 
inlet venliii catch-basin, tiie out 1< t pipe of which 
shall lie high enough above tiie bottom to pre- 
vent um but liquid come ts from nassing over 
into the drain or sewer.

AN ITALIAN OVEN. 

rontrlviini'««i Tlmt Prevent Hunt. Ninok* 
iiml Ollier A nnoyntirr*. 

Wlien tlie Italian cooking apparatus is 
used, neither dust, dirt, gas. smoke, 
heavy cake, soggy potatoes nor explo- 
sions ruffles tempers. It is neither range 
nor simply stove. It looks like a tub 
covered with shining tiles of bine and 
white jiorcel.iin. It is a trifle high, and 
In order to operate it to the liest advan- 
tage it is boat to stand on a little foot- 
stool or platform. Under tiie stove is a 
latnicircular closet reaching up to about 
half its height and holding from one to 
three sacks (about four bushels) of char- 
coal. On tiie top arc one, two or three 
openings — little square, boxiike grates, 
sinking ]>erliu|»s four or five inches and 
about eight inches square. Under the 
grates are receptacles with doors for 
ashes, and in tin* center is a larger re- 
ceptacle for heating dishes. 

Over the stove and alxrat half way up 
the wall is a canopy, shaped like tho 
stove at the bottom, lint gradually nar- 
rowing to tin* top at tlie front and side 
until it is almost tunnel shaped, where 
it joins the chimney, is an opening into 
tho chimney, a! tout the size of n very 
small stovepipe. There is always a 
good draft without dunqicrs. 

For boiling, a few bits of cane are put 
in tlie square or grate over which tlie 
kettle or the saucepan is to bo placed; 
then a shovelful of charcoal is put over 
the eanos. a light is applied and, if you 
are in n hurry, over the hole is put a cu- 
rious contrivance very like a stovepipe, 
perhaps two feet high, with a funnel at 
tlie top, a contrivance tlmt is expressively 
known in Italian as "il diavolo!" possibly 
because it starts tlie fin* in such a mar- 
velously short time. 

If the articles to be boiled are vegeta- 
bles, tlie kettle is placed directly over 
the grate, and “il diavolo” is laid upon 
tlie shelf above. If, however, some- 
thing more delicate is to lio cooked, a 
tripod about three inches high is put 
over the grate and the boiler is placed on 
that, so that there is not even a possi- 
bility of burning or scorching; then a 
circle of coals is put op the outside of 
tho stove about the boiler, which is 
tightly covered. It takes from twenty 
minutes to hull an hour to cook this 
way, and everything cooked is cooked 
all over. 

For baking, the preliminary prepara- 
tions are the same, but tho dish hold- 
ing the mixture is placed in an outer 
dish of block tin, and over it is put that 
wonderful magician, the “forno di 
campagna." tlmt locks like a peck or 
a half bushel measure, according to its 
size, made of sheet iron and inverted. 
There is an opening at one sido, up 
which slips the handle of the baking tin 
or the saucepan, and over which tlie 
form slips, settling firmly down on the 
stove. 

Under tlie dish that contains the ma- 
terial to be baked is tlie charcoal fire in 
tlie grate: about it glowing coals are put 
anil replenished before the glow dies out, 
and on top of tho “forno” more glowing 
coals are placed anjl treated in the same 
way. Everywhere there is an equal dif- 
fusion of heat. Mince pies, sponge cake, 
custards, bread and turkeys are browned 
perfectly. Tlie “forno” wasn’t invented 
by an Italian, but by a Frenchman, and 
it would be quite possible to use it with 
our charcoal stoves.— New York Sun. 

Scutluml and tho Thistle. 

The thistle wife selected as tlie nntionai 
emblem of Scotland in the year 1010. It 
was during the reign of Malcolm 1 that 
a notable invasion of tlie country was 
made by the Danes. They came in 
thousands, anil landing on the coast 
swarmed over the inhabited districts 
like locusts, destroying, burning and 
plundering wherever they went. For 
safety the inhabitants fled to tlie castles 
and fortified towns, and among tho most 
notable of the fortresses of Aberdeen- 
shire was Staine’s castle, whore were 
collected a large number of people of 
tlie neighborhood. Tho Danes projected 
a surprise. Approaching the castle in 
the darkness they planned to scale its 
walls, and laid aside their shoes tlmt tlie 
greater secrecy might be observed when 
drawing near to the fortifications. 

The surprise might have been success- 
ful bud it not been for the fact that, on 
descending into the dry moat, they 
found, to their great discomfiture and 
mortification, it was filled with thistles, 
by which their feet were so severely 
pricked that several made an outcry, 
which amused the defenders of the castle 
nnd brought, them to the wall in time to 
repel the onset. Regarding their good 
fortune in repelling the Danes as due to 
the thistles, these plants were immedi- 
ately placed in the arms of .Scotland and 
adopted as tin* emblem of tlie country.— 
St. Louis Globe- Democrat.

the woman’s educational cluii. 

At the last mectftug of the West New- 
ton Educational Club, an address of uu- 
usual interest was given by Mr. E. G. I'or 
ter about the old part of Boston. Hu ex- 
hibited two maps; one of the town as it ap 
peared in 1722; the other showed the old 
North Square now entirely transformed, 
although some of the ancient houses are 
etaudiug, having been throughly aud 
strongly built. These once elegant man. 
sions now occupied by foreigners of the 
lowest class, were surrounded by flower- 
ing plants and fruit trees, and spacious 
grounds. (Ju Essex Street the gardens 
extended to the wuter, and presented a 
charming appearauce when approached 
from the harbor. All was then water 
where now stand three rail- way stations; 
L. K. A F. a canal, the Hist in the 
tiouutry, extended from the mill-pond to 
the sea.* It had several druw-bridges 
which were often opened, thus obstruct- 
ing travel, and (caching patience to the 
good people of that day. 

Three streets led to the North end. 
Fore St. Middle St. ami Back St. The 
North Street of that day was not the 
same as the present. Washington St. 
had several uatnes, part of it being called 
Newberry St., part Orauge, pait Middle 
St. etc. State St. was then King St. at 
the bead of which stood the State bouse. 
Neai by was erected the first church, a 
rude log structure, which was soou suc- 
ceeded bv another, built upon the pre- 
sent site of Young’s Hotel. During the 
first l&Oyears there were few brick build- 
iugs erected; nearly all the dwellings 
were wood; there were no sidewalks, 
and a town pump supplied the citizens 
with water. Later, many fine lesideucea 
were built for the solid men of the town, 
some of which are still standiug. 

The South church, at the head of Milk 
bt., was called the “old South’', ofter 
other churches were built, lit it were 
square pews having private doors, so the 

•cupuuts could leuve or enter without 


being scon. There were two galleries ;thc 
upper one for the negroes, and this was 
customary in all the churches of that 
dav. The church in North Sq., after- 
wards called the “old Noith.’ was known 
ns “the chuich of the Mathers.” This 
church was torn down by the British 
and used for fuel during the siege of Bos- 
ton. The present “old North” is Christ 
church on Salem St. built in 1723. The 
signal lights wero hung from this tower 
for Paul Revere.

Old Boston being a peninsula, there 
was no connection by land with the sur- 
rounding country, excepting by a narrow 
strip of land called Roxbuty Neck. This 
was a roundabout way of teaching Cam- 
bridge an ! Lexington, and would have 
been a long and tiresome march for the 
British Soldiers, though for many years 
it was the only route for carriages. Over 
this neck passed the stage coaches which 
ran to the neighboring towns. The Suf- 
folk Inn, in EltnSt , was the lieadquartots 
of the stage which ran to Newton Upper 
Falls, leaving about ft o’clock. At 2 a. m. 
a stage coach started for Portlaud, teach- 
ing its destination the same eveniug. 
This was considered quick traveling in 
those days; on the 17 of June 1780, a 
bridge extending from the foot of Prince 
St. to Charlestown was opened, aud was 
the occasion of groat excitement and ro- 
joicing. 

The spire of the old Cockerel church 
was long a famous laud mark, thus c Hied 
an account of the rooster which served as 
a vane. Some years ago in a severe gale 
ot wind, the cockerel was blown from his 
lofty perch and now adorns the Shepard. 
Memorial church in Cambridge, Mr. 
Porter suggested that it was not the Puri- 
tati’s opposition to the symbol of the * ros 
which induced them to use this instead. 
The cock recalled St. Peter, and dated 
back to the middle ages, being much old- 
er than the crois as an emblem. 

In Garden Couit lived Gov. Hutchinson 
who rerved his native town long amt 
faithfully in many capacities. He was 
obliged to emigrate on account of his 
tory proclivities, and was bitterly de- 
nounced aud hated by his townsmen. 
Sir John Franklin lived next door; and 
on the corner of N. Bennett St. aud Han- 
over lived tho Mathers. A most remark- 
able family. Cotton Mather being the 
most loathed man in onr history. The 
house where they lived is still standing. 
In Salutation Alley lived Benj. Franklin’s 
sisters. In Sbeaf St. at one time there 
were 14 ministers; Lyman Beecher lived 
there at a later period. In this vicinity 
was the Eliot school whose head master, 
Tileston, was known as ‘‘Master 
Johnnie.” He was connected with tho 
school as pupil, monitor, assist nt master 
head master, and master emeritus for SO 
years, aud was probably tho only Boston 
teacher who ever received a pension. On 
his desk were always 3 articles; a quill, 
pen-knife and rattau. all of which were 
considered a necessary equipment for a 
school-master of the oldeu time. As long 
as he lived he wore the ancient costume; 
knee breeches, shoe buckles, queue, etd* 
His home on the corner of Prince and 
Margaret St. is still standiug. With him 
studied Edward Everett, who drove his 
mother’s cow to pasture on Bostou Com- 
mon. 

Many interesting anecdotes of the early 
settlers were related, and the present 
names of many localities were traced to 
their orgin. Mr. Porter spoke briefly of 
those concerned in the execution of the 
1 Salem witches. They weio men of sin- 
cere convictions and honestly believed 
in the possession of human beings by 
evil spirits. This belief was more widely 
spread in England, Scotland, and on the 
continent than in New England. Only 111 
persons were hanged here, while scores 
were executed abroad, proving the Now 
England Puritans to have been liberal 
men for their times, though we are ac- 
j customed to consider them as narrow 
aud bigoted. 

The address contained much valuable 
information, aud was enlivened by auec- 
dotes of the men and manners of by gone 
days. F. 1). S.

He accepted the kitten with 
thanks; aud its innocent donor was gal- 
lantly waited on to her humble home, 
loaded with generous contributions. 

; The wiiite kitten was adopted by (he 
! regiment, but considered Hie property 
aud special pet of the colonel, and when 
the war was over he took it home with 
him. Like the white lamb that stayed 
and fed with the victors after the battle 
of Autietam, that little creature, duriug 
its short but stirring army life, was a 
daily inspiration to better feelings and 
thoughts in tbe presence of ail that is 
worst -a living flag of truce gleaming 
among the thunder-clouds of human pas- 
sion aud strife. — Harper’s Young People.

Aaron Ilurr’a Kjm. 

The Into Miss Theodosia Burr Davis, 
of New York, wns a dear friend of mino 
in the long, long ago days. Tho nieco 
and ward of Matthew L. Davis, tho in- 
timate associate and biographer of Burr, 
sho Imd a store of anecdotes of men who 
figured prominently in national affairs 
seventy or eighty years since: but this 
one— which I shall repeat as nearly as 
possible in her own Words- interested 
tno most of all: 

•*I was a schoolgirl of fourteen, spend- 
ing a short vacation at Uncle Matthew’s 
house in the city, when one day I heard 
him calling to tno from tho hall below 
and went to tho head of the stairs. 
•Come down.' ho said. ‘There is a gen- 
tleman here who wishes to see you.' 1 
hesitated, held back by some undefinablo 
fear. Again he said, ‘Come down.’ and 
in such tones that I darts I not disobey. 
Ho led mo into tho parlor, and there on 
the sofa sat an old man whom I had 
never before soon. Very old he looked, 
dressed in the costume of the last cen- 
tury. with his snow white hair drawn 
back ami tied in a cue behind. But his 
eyes— they were not old. Large, dark 
and deep, they flashed with all tho tiro 
of youth. I never saw such eyes in man 
or woman. They fascinated while they 
frightened me. 

"My uncle led me forward and said: 
•Colonel Burr, this is the child of whom 
l spoke. 1 n.'etl not tell you whose name 
she bears.’ The old limn rose, took my 
hand in his and held me out at arms 
length and looked at me — looked at ino 
with those eyes which seemed to see into 
my very soul. (July a moment, but tho 
moment was an hour. Then he dropped 
my hands and exclaimed in a voice 
trembling with emotion: ‘Take her away, 
Matthew, take her away! I cannot bear 
it!* 1 saw him only once afterward; it 
was on Broadway, and 1 tried to slip by 
him unperceived. But when I turned 
to look back ho was standing still, fol- 
lowing ino with thoso wonderful, won- 
derful eyes. They haunt mo still, and 
will, I know, while memory lasts.” — St, 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Miiciiuluy iitt ii Host. 

Macaulay was a pattern host. On his 
own account, it is true, ho was no epi- 
cure. and his nephew tells us that at any 
time ho would have been amply satis- 
fied with a dinner such as is served at a 
decent seaside lodging house. This was 
a sad moral lefect. but happily his con- 
scientious views of tho obligations of 
hospitality prevented his guests from 
suffering by it. Flo generally selected 
by a half conscious preference dishes of 
established character and traditional 
fame. Flis Dissenting friends he treated 
to a fillet of veal, “which ho maintained 
to bo the recognized Sunday dinner in 
good old Nonconformist families.” On 
Michaelmas day ho would have been 
wretched had no goose smoked on tho 
board. At Christmas lie never forgot 
tho old historic turkey. 

If ho was entertaining a couple of 
schoolboys who could construo tho 
fourth satire of Juvenal, ho would re- 
ward them for their proficiency with a 
dish of mullet that might have passed 
muster on tho table of an augur or an 
emperor’s freed man. With regard to 
the contents of his cellar, Macaulay 
pritled himself on being able to say with 
Mr. John Thorp, "Mine is famous good 
stuff, to be sure,’’ and if ho were taken 
to task for his extravagance ho would 
reply, in the words used by another of 
his favorite characters in fiction, that 
there was a great (leal of good eating 
and drinking in £’700 a year, if people 
knew how to tuauago it. — All tho Year 
Round. 


The Senior* In War. 

One marked difference divided tho 
generals of Frederick William 111 from 
those of Napoleon. Tho Duke of Bruns- 
wick was sovonty-ono years old, Prince 
Flohenloho, sixty, and among subordi- 
nate commanders wore men of sixty- 
eight. sevent r and seventy-four. Lefo- 
bvre, tho oldest French general, was 
barely fifty-one; Augereau, forty-eight; 
Bernadette, forty -two; Napoleon, Ney, 
Soult and Lannes. thirty-seven; Murat 
only thirty-five. 

Excepting for the intervention in Hol- 
land in 1787, aud the Duko of Bruns- 
wick's ill starred invasion of Champaguo 
in 1792, the Prussian army — like that of 
Great Britain in 1851— had suffered 
from a long peace, one of the results in, 
each case being a certain disbelief in 
young commanders. Von tier Decken, 
writing in 1798 under tho title “la it 
necessary that wo should only huvo 
young generals?" decided tho question 
in the negati-e; and in tho British army 
today an officer of tho Kamo ago as that 
of Napoleon or Murat at Jena may find 
his energies confined to tho command of 
a company, whatever his capacity. — 
Edinburgh Review. 

Claim* Before Congress. 

Immediately after every change of ad- 
ministration. claims which wero disal- 
lowed by the outgoing power pour in by 
thousands, to l>o considered aud rejected 
again. Applicants imagine, evidently, 
that what one party will not grant tho 
other may grant. Their persistence in 
many cases is astonishing. One citizen, 
who has not the shadow of a right to 
back him up, lias written more than 
1,000 letters to tho treasury respecting 
his demand, and has expended more 
money in postage than the valuo of the 
claim, lie lias addressed his commuui- 
rations on tho subject to every public 
official in Washington, from the presi- 
dent down, and even to the Chinese aud 
other foreiipi ministers. — Washington 
Letter.

Problem of Progress Into Whirli tlie 

Thoughtful Mnn Sees Deeply. 

Bage r. enthnHiRHtii* ami sanguine 
|ieople always exjMft t» fool tinlimindctl 
satisfaction in the actiml possession of 
that which they strive for. The Ixiy 
longs to Ik* a man. tho youth cmvoa in 
dcpendouce; one looks forward to mar- 
riage as ins ideal of bliss, another youme 
for wealth; one covets position, another 
power; one hungers for knowledge, an- 
other for skill: one siglis for opportunity, 
another for ability. Whatever bo the 
goal of their ambition, they believe that 
to be the one thing without a flaw, the 
one tiling which is to insure their hap- 
piness and in the |H>sseH8ion of which 
their enthusiasm is never to grow cold 
and their happiness never to fade. 

When this goal is reached, and it of- 
ten is. how are these sanguine expecta- 
tions realized? Is I ho mind content and 
satisfied? is the pleasure unsullied? Do 
the glowing colors continue as bright ns 
before? Does their buoyancy receive no 
check? They have gained their point, 
they have secured what they desired, 
but have they realized what they antici- 
pated? Has the success been bo very 
successful after all? 

Probably most of those who nave had 
these experiences will have to confess 
that while in the first Hush of posses- 
sion all was joyful excitement, yet ill a 
short time that feeling gave way to a 
calmer and mure dispassionate view of 
its value. Certain (laws and defects 
that would have l»een utterly scouted 
became apparent: it grew to he a com- 
monplace and ordinary |>ossession, and 
however unwilling they might be to 
IMirt with it. yet it was no longer upon 
that, hut upon other tilings still out ol 
reach that their interest and enthusiasm 
were centered. 

Mr. Philip tiamerton, speaking of th8 
present attitude of tin* French people 
toward a republican form of govern- 
ment. gives an apt illustration of this 
truth. He says: •The republican senti- 
ment. though resolute as to the preserva- 
tion of repul Mean forms, has certainly 
become wonderfully cool. The coolness 
of the young men is especially remark- 
able and significant. They are mostly 
republicans, it is true, and have no be- 
lief in tlie possibility of a monarchical 
restoration, but the more intelligent of 
them see the difficulties and the defects 
of a republican government very plain- 
ly and they have a tendency to dwell 
upon those difficulties and defects in a 
manner that would astonish the militant 
repu til leans of tho past. This composed 
and rational temper is the state of mind 
that comes upon all of us after tho set- 
tled possession of an object, and it is a 
sign of possession." Most of us can cite 
instances to mutch this both in public 
and private affairs nearer home. - 

The chief point to lie considered, how- 
ever. is whether this result is or is not to 
be deplored. Some regard it among the 
bitter experiences of life, showing mere- 
ly the transitory and shallow nuturo of 
all happiness and tho futility of all 
ho)>es. “Of what use is it,” they say, 

tv strive and labor for that which, 
when attained, loses its {lower of bless- 
ing and cheering us? Why encourage 
an enthusiasm that must fade away 
and hold up an ideal that is presently to 
be trodden under foot?” So they sink 
into pessimism and come to believe that 
all is vanity and vexation of spirit. But 
tlie thoughtful and intelligent man sees 
far deeper into tlie problem than this. 
He lias discovered that in this very 
truth, held to bo so mournful, lies the 
kernel of all progress. 

All tho rose colored hopes that we in- 
dulge. all tho attractive future spread 
out in such fair proportions to pur im- 
agination, lure us on to energy and ef- 
fort. What does it matter that we ex- 
aggerate its importance, that wo expect 
impossible effects from it, that all its de- 
fects and disadvantages are entirely hid- 
den from our sight? Were it not so, how 
much of our striving would como to an 
eud! And when wo attain these ob- 
jects, what more natural than that, the 
excitement of pursuit being over anti 
tlie tension of mind relaxed, a calmness 
of spirit should follow and an ability to 
judge of its excellences and its disad- 
vantages more dispassionately and more 
correctly. 

Suppose the enjoymeut is less keen 
ami the satisfaction less complete than 
we itad anticipated. Should the mero 
pleasure felt in success be the main ob- 
ject of our striving? Satisfaction indeed 
can only be a transient emotion to an 
intelligent and advancing man or woui- 
an. Were it a permanent condition of 
mind there could be no further progress. 

Take, for example, tho youth who 
longs for a higher education and tries, 
through many obstacles, to obtain it. 
At length tho opportunity comes, und 
ilis wishes are crowued, with success. 
Yet his Relight, at Hi st very keen, grad- 
ually subside • into a c serenity. 

He comes by degrees to understand 
the meaning of his opportunity, its ditti- 
oulties, its sacrifices, its labor aud the 
new field of ho|»e aud aspiration which 
it ojiens up. He no longer rests satisfied 
with the opportunity for which lie longed; 
his enthusiasm now takes another 
form; his holies are raised to u higher 
level; his energies are engaged in tukiug 
advantage of tlie fortunate occasion, 
aud ho now looks with equal earnestness 
to tlie time when lie shall have finished 
his course and begun tho life work 
which be has planned. 

Aud when that time comes ho will go 
through thu same experience, ilis glad 
enthusiasm will be transferred to a still 
higher altitude, uud his new ideal will 
draw him still onward uiul upward. Is 
there anything sad or bitter in such un 
experience? Is there any loss of real 
happiness in this fudiug away of tem- 
porary pleasure? It is indeed tlie only 
road to happiness that is worthy of a 
noble man or woman— that happiness 
which follows the vigorous use of the 
faculties and tho constant pressing up- 
ward to higher aud higher attainments.

The heating on the petition of the 
Ncwto 1 A Boston Stieet Riilway com- 
pany for the right to extend i’s road 
from Unmet street through Walnut to 
Newton Highlands called out a number 
of the residents of Walnut stieet at the 
Highlands to protest, and Alderman 
Hyde piesented n remonstrance signed 
by all tmt two of the property owners 
from Griffin avenue to the square. 

Ex-Alderman 8 . L. Fowors appeared | 
for the railroad comp my nnd said the 
franchise to Newton Centre has been 
granted already, but the company found 
1 1101 o was n demand that they extend the 
mad to the Highlands and also to Upper 
Falls. The company has petitioned the 
legislature for the light to increase their 
capital stock to $ 100,000 and to issue 
bonds, and a hearing will he given on 
Tuesday. The company desired to ex 
tend the road to the Highlands and later 
to the Upper Falls. It seemed to him 
that it was just ns important to connect 
Newton Highlands with Newtonville, 
which was the Huh of the city if not of 
the Universe, as to connect Newton Cen- j 
tie with Newtonville. The Highlands 
should have the same privileges ns to 
attending the High school as Newton 
Centre. 

Mr. II. B. Parker said the company had 
asked for the extension in response to 
the petitions of a number of residents of 
the Highlands. One gentleman said lie 
had two children in the High school, and 
when it stormed it cost him 00 cents a 
day to get them there, and he could not 
afford such an expense. There are others 
who can iiot.attend the High school be- 
cause their parents cannot afford to pay 
their fares. It seemed to him tffat any- 
one who had the interest of the city at 
heart would favor having a connection 
with Newtonville, an enterprise that 
would tend to bring all parts of the city 
together. Walnut street was 50 feet wide 
and broad enough to leave a clear pas- 
sage way for teams on each side of the 
track, and he thought the road would he 
largely patronized. 

Councilman Moulton asked what sys- 
tem would be used, trolley or storage 
battery. , 

Mr. Parker said the company were now 
negotiating with the Milford company, 
the only storage battery system that had 
proved successful, aud they hoped to 
succeed in obtaining that system.

Walnut street was 
not of a sufficient widrh for a street rail- 
way. and if one was located there the 
street, would have to he widened ami the 
lots were not deep enough for this. lie 
did not think the Inward wished to de- 
stroy the comfort of the taxpayers. 
There were no fences ou the stieet and 
it would be impossible to keep children > 
off the track, and there would always be 
danger of terrible accidents. 

Mr. Parker asked if Mr. Wood had 
known of any accidents 011 Washington 
street, duiiug the time the cars bail run 
there.

Mr. Geo. P. Bullard of Temple street 
said be w us ehielly interested iu the mat- 
ter because lie wanted a telephone nt bis 
house, »nd for several months had been 
told that no morn telephones would be 
put in itmil poles were put up. He 
thought being without a telephone was a 
greater evil than the presence of poles on 
the streets 

Mr. Fiske said he c Mainly should urge 
the company to put no nioie wires on 
trees and be should recommend that 
telephones served by such wires should 
be taken out when Dio present cant 1 nets 
expired, as no satisfactory service could 
be given. 

Kx Alderman Luke asked if the super- 
intendent di«' not tell him that the tele- 
phones now iu would probably remain, 
even if no license for poles was granted. 

Mr. Fiske said he did, as the company 
would probably not adopt his recom- 
mendation, but he should do all hn 
could to have them taken out. 

The hearing was then closed. 

Alderman Shenpard presented a reso- 
lution that the city council was opposed 
to the scheme for annexing Cambridge 
to Boston, and requesting the legislative 
committee to appear before tho legisla- 
ture and oppose it. 

He said the re ison for the opposition 
was that Cambridge was the county seat. 

Alderman Ilarbach said tho county 
buildings in Cambridge were worth a 
million dollars, and Cambridge pays one- 
fllth of the county tax, which he thought 
was a sufficient reason for Newton oppos- 
ing the annexation scheme. Tho order 
was passed. 

On motion of Alderman Coffin $400 
was appropriated for the purchase of a 
pair of horses for the highway depart- 
ment. 

On motion of Alderman Ilarbach the 
mayor w as authorized to accept a parcel 
of land from Louis E. Belcher in Ward 
Six for a park, and also to convey the 
thanks of tho city to tho donor. 

The usual order for a vacation of 14 
days for the members of tho police and 
fire departments was passed. 

An order was passed that the Newton 
Boston street railway company lay 
granite paving blocks. 

The plumbing ordinance was read and 
passed to be enrolled. 

Wtn. F. Miller of Hammond street and 
Linwood O. Towno of California street 
wore drawn as jurors for tho Supreme 
Court, to meet at Lowell on the second 
Monday in March. 

The board then adjourned. 


A Complaint Against the Police. 

To the Kilit r of the Graphic: 

An incident of police abuso took place 
in this village which lias scarcely had its 
equal even by the reputed New York 
police. 

A y-uing man, a citizen, and the son of 
a citizen here, stood with his brother, a 
boy of about 12 years old a few steps 
from their homo talking, when a police- 
man came along addressing them with 

the polite phrase, “What in II are 

you doing here.” Upon this they 
went towards their home, the police 
following; when on the steps of the 
house the police grasped the young man 
to arrest him, the young man freed him- 
self and wont up the piazza of his 
father’s house, when tho police seized 
him and thiew him down, choked him 
severely and put manacles on him. 
When his mother, who was called by his 
brother, came out and found him kneel- 
ing on the boy choking him, asked what 
I 10 was doing to the hoy, his choice an- 
swer was, “It is none of your I) busi- 

ness and dragged the lx»y (in spite of the 
mother’s protest) by tbo manacles to- 
wards tho telegraph box to call the 
Patrol wagon, notwithstanding the boy 
pleaded to free him as he was willing 
and ready to go with him. All this* out- 
rage was don 011 pretence that the boy 
'was drunk. When the case came before 
the court a number of witnesses who 
saw what had happened and others who 
saw him before, all testitied that he was 
not really drunk. In spite of all this aud 
upou the testimony of this policeman 
who declared that all the w itnesses were 
liars, and other policemen who declared 
tho hoy was drunk, the judge gave judg- 
ment against the boy, notwithstanding 
lie might to have known that any one 
w no declares everyln/ff) a liar is mdina- 
•lily die biggest. Ho ought also to have 
bad a seuse of fairness and jit licial 
dignity to rebuke such insulting lang- 
uage towards their equals either in 
character or veracity. Snob happen 
ings do not raise the dignity of tho court 
room, nor has 'the police the right or 
authority to arrest and manacle a peace- 
ful citizen, even if lie were supposed to 
be drunk, if ho does not interfere or 
trouble anyone; and even worst*, going 
on the premises of the person, if lie can 
be reached at any time to he summoned 
to appear before court. Where is out- 
boasted right of citizenship if policemen 
can trump up some pr.* tended offence 
and arrest and man >clo any citizen. 
Do our citizens not see that it is time 
that something ought to be done to stop 
tlie police abuse, we are too indifferent 
about our lights and allow them to much 
to be trampled upon. In a police court 
it is not always knowledge of law, but 
justice and common sense, which were 
completely wanting iu this case.

Mr. Grit linin' IVcuHur Lnint Title. 

Botno months since the title to tho 
north side addition to tho town of Ham- 
mond. in Lake county, Did., one of Chi- 
cago’s suburbs, came into question. The 
matter was carried into the courts, and 
there it was shown that the land in 
Which the piece tho title lo which was 
in question, being t ho northwest quarter 
t»f the southeast quarter of section 
Iwcniy -live. township thirty —even, range 
ten. had iu 1 $.V» been by patent granted 
to 8 . 8 . Urannis. There was a record of 
the sale of the lands in 1857 by 01108 . W. 
Urannis. but no record of any sale by 
8 . 8 . Urannis, or purchase by 8 . \V. 
Urannis. So the judge held the title to 
the land to be still in 8 . 8 . Urannis. A 
search to find 8 . 8 . Urannis was then in- 
stituted. and resulted in tho location of 
one bearing that name in Sidney 8 . 
Urannis. a leading and respected citizen 
of Red Wing. Minn. 

Now it happened that Mr. Urannis 
last summer had just completed a genea- 
logical record of his family, tracing it 
back to the time when the ancestors first 
came to this country, and as another 
curious coincidence the initials “ 8 . 8 .” 
occur in no other name in the whole list 
than in that* of his. " 8 . W.” is there. 
Mr. Urannis says he feels certain that 
the 8 . 8 . Urannis referred to is himself, 
and ho accounts for the land being in 
his name in this way: Early in tho fifties 
one Clark Tillinglmst, for whom I 10 lmd 
been working in New York state, went 
to Chicago. He was a bankrupt, and 
being tumble to hold land in his name 
Mr. Urannis believes he acquired it in 
his (Urannis’) name, knowing that, in 
case lie should ever bo in position to uso 
it, Mr. Urannis would quitclaim it to 
him. — Cor. Chicago Tribune. 

A Hermit Hunter l-'oiiml 

Last Saturday two hunters from Clear- 
field who were out in the wilds of the 
Alleghanies found a dead man in Andy 
Reese’s -camp on Boon’s mountain.

EX GOV. AMES ON FREE COAL AND 
IRON. 

HE REINFORCES IIIH POSITION AND RE- 
PLIES TO IIIS CRITICS. 

Congressman Walker has not reduced 
OlivoY Amos to silence, though the lattor 
directs his reply to another source. Says 
tho ex- governor: Tito Homo Market 
Bulletin for March slates: “Hon. Oliver 
Ames has been slightly compromised by 
tho tariff reformers. First, they offered 
him froo coal and Iron for his shovel 
works and got him to petition for it.” 
There is not a particle of truth in this 
statement. No offer of this kind has 
been made to mo, for the snflicient 
reason that if free coal, iron ore ami scrap 
iron, for which I petitioned, wore on the 
free list, tho shovel works in which I am 
interested would not bo bcuefited, as wc 
ubo neither iron ore nor scrap-iron in any 
form, nor would wo use Nova Scotia 
coal, as the anthracite coal of Pennsyl- 
vania, tho Cumberland coal of Maryland 
and Ohio oil are all cheaper and better 
for our work. 

I signed the petition that coal, iron ore 
and scrap iron be put on tho froo list, and 
that the duty on pig-iron bo made 24 per 
cent. I did this, not for any personal 
benefit, but for tho encouragement, and 
aid of the struggling iron industries of 
New England. In our shovel works we 
use as our raw material finished Swedish 
iron of a quality that is not produced in 
this country, and steel thnt we must buy 
in Pennsylvania or England. I never 
asked that these ho admitted free of 
duty into this country. My only motive 
iu signing the petition was that which 
should actuate any good citizen who 
knows and understands tho difficulties of 
the Now England manufacturers of iron. 
It may bo, es the Bulletin says, the sub- 
ject was not as well understood as it now 
is. Whether this be true or not, I still 
beliovo that free coal, freo iron ore 
and scrap iron would be of groat advan- 
tage to Now England, making possible 
tho maintonanco of a flourishing local 
industry, while it would not injure the 
iron workers of Pennsylvania, Alabama 
and Georgia, into whoso proper markets 
Now England could not venture. An- 
drew Carnegie, with wlnm I discussed 
the question, assured me that, if tho 
petition were granted, it could do no 
harm to his section of the country, for, 
said he:“ Our distance from the sea, tho 
Alleghany mountains, our cheap ores 
and fuel and our proximity to the great 
markets of the West, afford snflicient 
protection as to tho items of your peti- 
tion.” 

The Bulletin also says that, “Having 
read tho Herald a good deal I have ‘come 
to believe that the republicans had 
promised to reduce duties all along the 
line/ and had not kept the promise.” I 
plead guilty to tho charge of leaning the 
Herald, hut iu mitigation of this offeuse 
I will say that I also read the Journal 
and Advertiser, tho Now York Tribune 
and other papers with equal care. I 
read newspapers of all shades of opinion. 
In them 1 find many topics ably discussed. 
But i do not form my opinions or base 
my judgment on their utterance alone. 
If 1 am wrong in believing that the re- 
publican campaign of 1888 was fought on 
the promise that, “duties should be re- 
duced all along the line,” my error has 
been shared by one who at that time was 
in a position to speak, and who then 
spoke with authority. Iu the letter in 
which ho accepts the nomination to the 
presidency, Benjamin Harrison said: 
“Tho republican party holds thatth 
protective tariff is constitutional, whole 
some and necessary. Wo do not offer a 
fixed schedule, hut a principle. Wo will 
reviso the tariff, modify the rates, but 
always with an intelligent provision as 
to the effect upon domestic production 
and the wages of our working people.” 
I cannot better express myself than in 
his words. In the ideas they convey I 
fully and heartily believe. 1 believe in a 
revision of the schedules that will modi- 
fy the rates, using tho word “modify” iu 
its commonly accepted senso. 


The Woolen Duties. 

The attompt is being made to represent 
the reductions in tho woolen duties made 
by the committee of ways and means as 
dangerous to the manufacturing interest 
and hostile to the wishes of the manu- 
facturers. No doubt there are manufac- 
turers who would take all the protection 
they could get, with a bounty thrown 
in, hut the woolen schedule arranged by 
the ways and means committee is a con- 
servative one and conveys no threat to 
any well-conducted business. No better 
evidence of this could ho furnished than 
tho fact that it has been accepted cordial 
ly by Representative Stevens, the largest 
individual manufacturer of women’s 
woolen dress goods in tho 1'nited States, 
Mr. Stevens is a good deal more of a 
business man than a politician, and is 
perfectly frank in expressing li is view. 
If a deeper cut should bo made by the 
House iu tho woolen rates than has hoou 
reported by the committee, ho would 
have something to say in opposition, hut 
the present rates are satisfactory to him 
and satisfactory to leading mauufac- 
urors who have been corresponding with 
him on the subject. They are in some 
cases lower than the Mills bill, but the 
schedule is more symmetrically adjusted 
than in that measure. If the House 
should make the duties lower, it might 
well oxcite fear that the interests of New 
England were to ho disregarded toi the 
supposed benefit of Kansas or Nebraska, 
hut there is little reason to believe that 
any deeper cut will he made. 

A Legislation Against the t rusts. 

Three hills striking al the trust mo- 
nopolies have been introduced in the pres- 
ent. Congress. Senator George of Mississip- 
pi lias introduced one in the Senate, and 
young Representative Tucker of Virginia 
has introduced tin; same measure iu the 
House. Col. Breckinridge of Kentucky 
has introduced a separate hill iu the 
House, which carries out with regard to 
all articles which have been subject to 
manipulation by trust, the idea which his 
cousin, Clinton It. Breckinridge of Ar- 
kansas, embodied iu hills before the lafit 
Congress to make free of duty, cotton 
haggiug and several other articles. Tho 
same idea is embodied in the bill of Sen- 
ator Georue, but it coutaius another fea- 
ture, liable to deul an effective blow at 
the moiionolios if euucted into luw. It 
proposes that any suit by a trust monop- 
oly shall ho unavailing when tho defend- 
ant offers the fact of the monopoly ox- 
istiug iu violation of luw, iu his defence. 
“If such grouud of excuptiou” runs the 
hill, “shall he proveu to the satisfaction 


of tho court, judgment of dismissal shall 
be entered* with double costs to the de- 
fendant, and with such reasonable sum 
for tho Attorney’s fees for tho defence 
thereof ns may lie allowed by the conrr.” 
This provision is one which n trust would 
find it difficult to guard against,. It 
would probibly prove more effective 
than the prosecutions under the Sher- 
man act of the last Congress, although 
those seemed to ho accomplishing none 
than was expected by many who voted 
for tho hill. 

The district attorneys of fhe United 
Stales, under tho directions of Attorney- 
General Miller, have been gathering con- 
! sideiahlo evidence and the results are 
! showing themselves in the prosecutions 
1 of the whiskey trust, l he Standard oil 
! company and some of the smaller com 
hiiiations. I understand thnt an effort 
I Iuh been made to obtain evidcnco also 
I against the dressed beef trust, but the 
results do not as yet scorn to have dis- 
closed themselves to the public. Tho re 
cent decision of tho supremo court in 
tho Counselman caso lias crippled the 
law officers of tho government somewhat 
in discovering evidence, hut in the case 
of these groat combinations it would 
seem that evidence ought to ho access- 
ible without compelling parties to testi- 
fy Who are unwilling to do so. 

It is doubtful if either the bill of Col. 
Breckinridge or that of Senator George 
is considered seriously by the present 
Congress. Col. Breckinridge’s meas- 
ure is before the committee on ways and 
menus, which has about all it can do dur- 
ing the present session. The other hill 
has been referred to the judiciary com- 
mittees of the respective houses, but 
they also have n great pressure of busi- 
ness and it is doubtful if much attention 
is given to attacks upon trusts. Thore 
will probahlv be a disposition among Hie 
more conservative members of all these 
committees to give the Sherman act a 
longer trial, as long as the attorney-gen- 
eral is proceediu g so actively under it. 


ELEVATING THE B. & A. 

ROME CHANGES IN TIIK PLAN ORIGINALLY 
PROPOSED. 

The Boston & Albany Railroad Cor- 
poration is working our the details of a 
plan to get rid of the grade crossings in 
Newton. 

To accomplish that purpose it was 
originally iuteuded to construct an ele- 
> vnted road, starting below Faneuil station 
and continuing through the Newtons to 
a poiut just below the Auburn street 
bridgo iu Auburndalo. 

The plan of the elevated road contem- 
plated the construction of solid masonry 
walls on either side of the tracks, inclos- 
ing a gravel filling packed hard, and 
forming a solid roadbed about 12 feet 
above the present grade, gradually slop- 
ing down to the old grade at the point of 
beginning aud the terminus. The dis 
■ tanco covered would be about four miles, 
and tlio road would reach its greatest 
elevation in that portion of Newton in- 
cluded in tho Newtonville and West 
Newton districts. There it would of 
necessity be at least 12 foot above the 
former grade. At tho grade crossings it 
was originally intended to erect arch s 
ovor the streets, supporting the overhead 
structure for the tracks. That plan will 
tie practically carried out, but a depar- 
ture will be made from the original idea 
of continuous solid walls, broken oulv 
by the succession of arches at street 
cros ings, partly on account of the un- 
sightly effect, and because of the great 
cost. 

It is now the intention to raise simply 
a gravid embankment, slopimr gradually 
on either side, where the plan is feasible. 
The gravel will be suit-iced with loam 
and sodded, making tho surroundings as 
attractive as possible. 

One section, to bo laid out as above, has 
been provided for. It extends from 
Greenwood avenue in West Newton to 
Crescent street, covering a distineo of 
seven-eighths of a mile. The same idea 
will be carried out, wherever it is practi- 
cal, between Faneuil aud the Auhurudule 
bridgo. The railroad people have al- 
ready secured estimates of t:io property 
which it will be necessary to securo in 
order to cariy out tho project. The 
owners of real estate in the West New- 
ton section have been interviewed by the 
agents of the corporation, and have been 
requested to submit figures on the valu- 
ation of laud aud buildings wanted. 

The cost to the railrond of the pro- 
perty required iu the West Newton sec- 
tion alone will he iu the vicinity of $200,- 
<ioo. There is a big curve in tho tracks 
above and below tho WestNewton station 
which is to bo straightened. In order to 
do it the tracas iu front of the statiou 
are to be moved north about 00 feet. 
The depot will be moved Horn its pres 
out position nearer to the elevated struc- 
ture. It will be raised slightly above the 
level of the tracks and a basement added, 
iu which li'tm staircases will ho placed 
leading to the waiting rooms, from which 
there will he entrances to the platforms. 

A now baggage room will be added to 
the old station, aud one of its important 
features will bo an cluvator, operated 
either by steam or water power, render- 
ing tho handling of baggage *a compaia- 
tively easy matter. It is also probable 
that a smoking room t will be tilted up 
in the basement. 

The relocation of the trucks will bring 
them almost ou a line with Davis street, 
which is to he widened aud straightened. 

The changes will require the purclmso 
of thu buildings of 0. li. Cole, manufac- 
turer of heavy ironwork. They consist 
of a large 2 1-2 story woodeu structure, 
and a brick engine room and boiler 
house. There is also a strip of land, 
about 00 feet in width, along the line of 
t lie estates of l)r F. E. Crockett, Gen. S. 
II. Leonard, Allen Bros., W. 11. Muguo 
aud other propel ty owners. 

Mr.Cole will probably remove his plant 
to some other city, as he cannot secure 
available lund in thu vicinity. On thu 
Muguo property there is a luigo wooden 
livery stable, which will be moved back 
i to a site now utilized for a house lot and 
occupied by a residence. Tho house will 
be moved to some other lot. 

Thu grounds iu the vicinity of the 
West Newton station will lie very pretti- 
ly laid out. Chestnut aud Highlands 
streets will bo bridged oil a level with 
the elevated roadbed, and the present 
grade only slightly depressed. 

Between New tonville and Fuueuil sta- 
tiou the roadbed will be supported by 
exterior masonry walls in accordance 
with rim original plan, which has already 
been fully described in the Graphic .Some 
of the property on Washington street ou 
tho Hue ot thu road will tie purchased 
where it is necessary to straighten curves. 
A new depot will be erected at Newton, 
and will lie one of the most attractive 
and convenient stations along the line of 
the road between Boston ami Worcester. 

The Newton city council favors the 
proposed elevated road, uml it ulso meets 
with the goueral favor of citizens of the 
city w ho are especially desirous of get- 
ting rid of the giude crossings, aud w bo 


believe that tho plan suggested by tho B. 
& A. corporation is feasible, and offers 
tho loast objections. 

Tho city will take no official action un- 
til after tho Lcgislatum has fixed tho 
proportion of cost to tin homo by tho 
railroad, city and stato. The plan is such 
a radical depai ture fiom the customary 
methods of abolishing grade crossit gs 
that special legislation is necessary. 

It is thought that the matter will b* 
brought to a head soon, and that work 
on tho now olovated road will bo begun 
in tho spring.

STREET RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

As fast as any city reaches a reason- 
able size there always com ok a demand 
for street railways to bring about easy 
comrnunicition between the different 
sections, and without these convenient 
carriers the growth of a city is retarded. 
This is especially true of suburban cities 
such as Newton. We have readied a 
point where the land within easy walk- 
ing distauce of a majority of the railroad 
stations is all taken up, <tud newcomers 
have to build farther away, and street 
railways are needed to enable them to 
reach their homes. It is au inevitable 
law in the progress of cities, and it is 
best to tnko a philosophical view of the 
matter. 

Of course this- progress is uot trained 
without opposition. Many came to New- 
ton because they were fond of the coun- 
try and they dislike to soe the laud 
about them subdivided into small house 
lots, and they cannot help a crowded 
feeling, as if there was not air enough to 
breathe. The same feeling has beeu ex- 
perienced by the pioneers in the western 
states, who always felt crowded if there 
was another settler within ten miles aud 
were compelled to move further iuto the 
wilderness where the air was not con- 
t amiuated. 

With the small house lots come peo- 
ple of moderate means, who cannot 
afford to keep teams, and who have to 
depend on horse cars to get about the 
city. The great majority of people in 
Newton today are of this class, aud they 
form the backbone of any city. A rich 
man may pay as much iu taxes and 
occupy as much land as a hundred fami- 
lies of moderate means, but with the un- 
co taiuties of life aud fortune, the city 
that has the hundred families would 
have the more stable chiracter, and its 
prosperity would be more ceriaiu. 

When the Newton Street Railway was 
started there was great opposition all 
along the route from large aud small 
property owners, but so far uo one has 
moved away, ou account of the road, aud 
the people who objected have become 
regular patrons of this road. The noise 
o! the cars his ceased to be noticed and 
no petition for its removal would secure 
signatures from the ahuttors. 

Toe same thing would probably result 
if the Newton & Bostou street railway 
wore extended to Newton Highlands. 
That section of the city has growu so 
rapidly that there is a demaud for 
modern conveniences. They have enter- 
tainments up there which people on the 
i >rth side would like to attcud, and the 
Highlands people would like to come 
over to the Free Library, the Newton 

< mb, aud the other attractions on this 
> <Je, but the Circuit railroad fares are 
a moat up to the prohibitory point, and 
people do not like to travel eight or ten 
rn ties for the sake of getting a mile and 
a half from home. As an envious New- 
’ •uvilleau remarked, with a street rail- 
way running directly to the center of 
culture aud refinement, the Highlanders 
v ou!d almost insensibly lose their bu- 

•tUc characteristics and become New- 

•nians in fact as well as iu name. 

Of course one cannot help sympalhiz- 
i g with those Walnut street residents, 
w ho built their homes for the sake of 
: oe rural peace and quiet that prevailed 
in that aection, but the Highlands has 

own so fast, aud become so big that it 
uinst have some convenient means of 

• verflowiiig iuto the other villages, iu 

• rder to be healthy, and if the people ou 
Washington street, which is only :).*» feet 
wide iu some places, can stand a street 
i til way, surely Walnut street, which is 
M> feet wide could accommodate a rail, 
way. At first a street railway is like a 
t-hower bath in winter, aud produces 
much aud vivid remonstrances, but Now 
ton Centre has shown that when people 
■ nice get used to the idea ihey uot only 
(ike it but clamor for more. Newton 

< 'eutre people remonstrated much more 
vigorously than the Highlands people, 
two years ago, but now they not only 
made no objections to the proposed Joca- 
iion, but they want the road extended 
to the Bostou line and are talking of a 
new company to build a road on Wuid 
*treet aud scvcrul other similar enter- 
prises, and ate finding fault with the 
Newton A Boston company for its lack 
of push iu getting its road iuto running 
order. 


STiiKK r FENCES. 

A writer iu liarpei's Bazar enters a 
Cutely protect agaiust the craze for re 
moving street fences and throwing 
lawns open to “all out doors,” especially 


in villages and along streets which arc 
thoroughfares. There is a good deal of 
sense in what he nays of the have and 
unprotected lawns and houses, when a 
good fence would not only he a defence 
against dogs and stray cattle, hut also 
serve ns a needed foundation setting to 
the house, which lma an uufl dished and 
undressed air when deprived of the 
I fence. 

He says that the only place for these 
de-fencolesa residences is where they 
surround some public or private park, 
when the absence of a fence may bo an 
advantage and give to the houses a sort 
of community and social air. But along 
a straight aud travelled street the nb- 
senco of a fence taken away all the 
semblance of privacy which should sur- 
round the house, and gives it a bold and 
flaunting air as if the house was not a 
home but only a hotel or lodging house. 

In his opinion there is nothing more 
painful and at tho same time ridiculous 
than the country village with its straight 
stroet, where all tho fences have boon re- 
moved, in imitation of the blocks in city 
streets, and where the small houses aro 
deprived of all attractiveness by the re- 
moval of an appropriate setting. 

Tho writer may perhaps be a little 
severe, hut there is a good deal worth 
thinking over in his short article aud it 
shows that there are two sides to even a 
modern fashion. Some parts of Nowtou 
have had tho anti-fence fever in its worst 
form, and they are not thereby reudered 
the most attractive spots in the city. 

On the main thoroughfares the absence 
of fences is a distinct disadvantage where 
there is a family of small children, as 
they have to be constantly watched to 
keep them from falling under the feet of 
teams, and at the hearing Monday night, 
this was advanced as an argument against 
granti ig a locaion to electric cars ou 
Walnut street at the Highlauds, because 
there were no fences on tho street. 

The agitation of the question has be- 
guu iu many places, and it is evident 
that a sentiment is growing up in favor 
of t he fence, .and possibly in a few years 
wo may find people going the opposite 
extreme and regarding the fence as a 
uecessary requisite to a home, the same 
as our forefathers used to do. Changes 
in tnshiou are good for busiuess, aud if 
auy householder has a handsome fence, 
ho may have the comfort that he has 
high authority for believing it to be a 
vory desirable thing. 

The free silver mea have won a groat 
victoiy in Cougress by the aid of Repub- 
lican votes, and uow the questiou is 
whether tho Republicau Congressmen 
voted for free stiver “to put the Demo- 
crats in a hole” or because they were 
really in favor of free silver. Mr. Lodge 
was paired against the measure which is 
certainly to his credit, aud ex-Speaker 
Reed voted against it. An election is 
coining and the free silver states have 
votes, so that leaders of “peanut poli- 
tics,’ might have been glad of the chance 
to apparently favor free silver. It is 
certainly fortunate for tho Republicans 
iu this state who believe iu honest money 
that they have a representative of the 
ability and courage of Congressman Wil- 
liams, to staud up against the free silver 
craze, but so far he has got precious 
little assistance from his Republican as- 
s iciates. Business men have uo patience 
with petty politics when they see their 
business interests threatened with 
disaster, and the Eastern representatives 
who encouraged the free silver crowd 
will find this out. All this talk about 
freo silver is already having a bad effect 
on busiuess, and it is reported that most 
of those having money to lend uow re- 
fuse to do so except on the condition 
that it be repaid in gold. It may be 
smart politics to disturb public confi- 
dence in this way, but it is a kind of 
smartness that'is very short-sighted, aud 
will iu the end prove a very costly invest- 
ment. 

The second hearing ou chaugiug the 
laws of sewer assessments by some 
general law which will give all cities 
more liberty to tix the method of assess- 
ment to their special needs, was held at 
the State House, yesterday morning. 
City Solicitor Slocum represented the 
Newton Legislative Committee, aud 
Alderman Sheppard and a number of 
I prominent citizens were present. Wal- 
tham was largely represented and its 
Mayor presented a bill which seemed to 
meet the wishes of most of the cities and 
was favored by City Solicitor Slocum. 
The need of some change of the existing 
law was plainly shown, aud it is hoped 
that the bill presented will pass, so that 
Newton cau adopt some fair aud equita- 
ble system of assessment, in place of the 
crude and hastily drawn up schemo that 
was adopted some months ago. 


Republican convention, and less than a 
year ago in one of his speeches ho de- 
clared that the (’level md administration 
had pursued the policy of constantly 
dishonoring one of our two money 
metals. With McKinley nnd some free 
silver Democrat as rival candidates nil 
honest money men would have to take to 
tho woods. Such a contingency ought 
to reconcile every one to tho ronomina- 
tion of President. Harrison, for it is be- 
hoved that he could l»e depended on to 
veto any free silver bill. 

Ex-Gov KRNOli Ames is a rather tbugh 
man for theorists to tackle on business 
questions. Being accused by tho Home 
Market Bulletin of reading the Boston 
Herald nnd being influenced by that, ho 
pleads guilty to the charge of reading 
tho Herald but says he also reads tho 
Boston Advertiser aud Journal and the 
New York Tribune, but does not form 
his opinions on tho uttcrniicos of any 
paper. In other words ho is n practical 
and intelligent business man, nnd it is 
snob men whoso views nro worth a 
hundred fold more than the interested 
uttoranccs of any political organ, or any 
man who only reads ono paper and there- 
fore sees only ono side of the case. 

Hkkurht Rauci.YFFK, the secretary of 
tho Homo Market Club during tho last 
.presidential enmpaign, thinks the Mc- 
Kinley bill was far from beings model 
measure, and tlint it was a disappoint- 
ment to those who looked for reduced 
duties. New Eugland interests were not 
given much consideration, ho says, and 
the doparturo of many groat industries 
to tho South and West are duo to the 
duties ou iron ore aud coat. Mr. Rad- 
clyffe thus agrees with ex-Gov. Ames, 
and their opinion is shnred by a great 
number of business men, who do not 
hesitate to express their sentiments in 
private. 

There are some important changes iu 
the plans first proposed for elevating the 
B. & A. tracks through Newton, but 
most of them have arguments in their 
favor, and the doing away of grade cros- 
sings is such au important matter, that, 
people will not object to any unimport- 
ant details. Thu great thing is to get 
rid of tho grade crossings. 

The town of Brookline and the city of 
Newton have appealed from Judge Bar- 
ker’s decision refusing to revise the 
award of the special commission appoint- 
ed to apportion the expense of the met- 
ropolitan sewer among the towns and 
cities benefited. Tho case will bo heard 
before tho full bench of tho Supreme 
Court this month. 

Representative Howard of this city 
introduced au order during this session, 
looking to tho abolition of days of grace 
onnotes, drafts, etc., and it is strongly in- 
dorsed by bankers, and a bill seems 
likely to pass the legislature.

The votive pictures, yeina, of Japa- 
nese temples are an outgrowth of an old 
custom. In ancient times departed war- 
riors were honored by offerings of sako 
and rice placed before their ta Diets and 
tombs. As the idea gained ground that 
their spirits hovered around their graves, 
besides food a certain number of spot- 
loss white horses were provided, in 
which tiie.se spiritual worthies might 
take recreation. So it became the cus- 
tom in wealthy Shinto temples to keep 
one of these sacred animals. Thero wero 
many shrines that could not afford to 
buy a white horse, so the next best 
thing was to get a picture of one. Hence 
tho name ye-ma, picture horse, from ye, 
a picture, and uina, a horse. 

The use of the yetna was first con- 
fined to tho Shinto religion, but the Bud- 
dhists took kindly to tho custom. The 
word yeina has long lost its primitive 
meaning, and lias become a generic 
name for every picture hung up in 
Shinto shrines or Buddhistic temples.— 
Philadeluhia Ledger.

The first thing which a civilized com- 
munity should require in tho erection of 
houses which are intended to be used for 
hotels and theaters and halls is that they 
shall be practically fireproof. If peoplo 
aro “willing to take the risk" the public 
should refuse to permit them to take it. 
If proper and reasonable precautions for 
safety increase the expense of building 
rents may be increased, and the price of 
lodging. There need bo no fear that a 
hotel which is known to bo practically 
fireproof will not bo amply supported 
because its rates are higher that those of 
a death trap. Calamities like the burn- 
ing of the Hotel Royal have become so 
common that it is not without serious 
apprehension that travelers now enter 
their rooms in hotels. Tho coil of rope 
which is supposed to bo designed to help 
them in a direful emergency merely re- 
minds them of their peril and of their 
probable inability in a sudden alarm to 
cope with it.— Harper’s Weekly. 

Hunged him! Shot iitul Still Alive. 

John Cook, a life man, has been re- 
leased on a commutation. Some nine 
years ago Cook perpetrated a coldblood- 
ed murder in Webster county. Tho 
people were so worked up over the mag- 
nitude of his crime that a mob was or- 
ganized and Cook was taken from tho 
jail and hanged to a tree.

This was com- 
muted somo months later by Governor 
Thayer to twelve years.

The Omit llunk of England Swindle. 

Four Americans, mimed George and 
Austin Bid well. George McDonald and 
Edward Hills, contrived to defraud the 
Bank of England of nearly £1.000,000. 
They accomplished their swindle by tak- 
ing advantage of a custom of the hank 
which had grown up through the gen- 
eral honesty of business men and meth- 
ods in England. The hank was aeetis- 
turned* to receive hills of exchange in 
deposit on account, without verifying 
their signatures or the acceptances. 
Probably until the Biihvells began to 
experiment on them the hank authori- 
ties never had had such paper offered 
them otherwise than in good faith. 

These men contrived by pretense and 
falsehood to secure the necessary intro- 
duction to the hank officers, and opened 
an account with them under an assumed 
name. They then had several hundred 
hills of exchange printed on counterfeit 
plates and (looded the Bank of England 
with these hills from all over the world, 
all signed and accepted with apparent 
regularity. The hank unhesitatingly 
cashed these and put the proceeds to tho 
credit of the swindlers, who drew out 
the money in ostensible business trans- 
actions in such a way as to excite no 
suspicion -on the part of the hank rtf 
fieisils. 

At last the rascals betrayed themselves 
by neglecting to date the acceptance of 
two of the fraudulent bills. The hank, 
sending these to the acceptors to have 
the omission’ supplied, discovered the 
fraud at once. After an exciting chase 
hv detectives all the men were arrested, 
then tried and convicted,. and till sen- 
tenced to prison for life In I SyK George 
Bidwell was pardoned and allowed to 
return to the Uuited States Thu others 
are still in prison.— London Letter. 

Itoviug Dogs Along llie Nile.

The Gypsy Moth. 

The state Board of Agriculture have 
issued their report of the work done in 
1S91, which makes an interesting pam- 
pbelt of some 20 pages, giving a descrip- j 
tion of the Gypsy Moth iu several stages 
of its growth, and also scenes of its 
ravages reproduced from photographs. 
Copies will be mailed free to any one 
sending his address to Gypsy Moth De- 
partment, Malden, Mass, aud citizeus of 
Newton are asked to assist the board in 
making careful observations to see if the 
pest has come to this vicinity. 

So far no cases have been reported iu 
Newton, although some have been found 
in Waltham and Watertown and it would 
be strange if Newton had escaped. 

Tlie Gypsy Moth Caterpillars are one 
of tlie most destructive pests known, 
they eat the leaves of both evergreen and 
deciduous trees and even twigs, aud leave 
the branches as bare as if a tire had passed 
over them. They even devour the grass 
in the Helds, and like the array worm 
destroy all vegetation. They increase 
enormously and feed on every plaut, and 
they feed from May to thelastof August, 
and wander from place to place, so that 
the pest becomes widely scattered. So 
far they seem most abuudaut in the 
centres of population. It is very impor- 
tant that isolated colonies should be 
promptly reported, as then there is hope 
of preventing any general spread of the 
moth, and the commissioners hope from 
their experience thus far to so reduce the 
numbers that extermination may even- 
tually be accomplished.

There were 
pome very amusing letters accompany- 
ing the applications. The earl said: “1 
need not point out that, should pm en- 
tertain my proposal, an important lever- 
age in procuring a good subscription of 
public capital will be gained by my title, 
which is an old one, and likely to prove 
an attraction to investors. I may also 
state that if appointed 1 should always 
mako it a point of driving to the general 
meetings in my brougham and pair, with 
servants iu full livery. This, I have 
been told by friends sitting on company 
boards, is a great factor in inspiring 
shareholders with confidence.” 

Ono of the barons wanted to know “if 
tlio fees were paid in advance, irre- 
spective of any profits made by the com- 
pany.” One of the members of parlia- 
ment wrote that he had no doubt that, 
if ho were appointed, it would result in 
heavy purchases of shares in his con- 
stituency, where he was very popular. 
“And,” ite added, “it would be well if 
the bona tides of your scheme wero as- 
sured, at any rate, on the surface.” Tho 
last part of the sentence would seem to 
rather givo the virtuous legislator away, 
us he evidently did not care whether the 
scheme was good or not. — Financial 
World. 

A lied of Natural Coke. 

Natural coke is the last addition to 
the wonders of fuel formation and we 
limy soon expect to hear of natural can- 
dle grease. This discovery of natural 
coke comes from the far off land of tlie- 
Wallaby yclept Australia — the homo of 
the dingoe and tlie land of the gum tree. 
This deposit of coke closely I’esembles, 
so at least it is reported, the manufac- 
tured article, and the discovery has been 
made at tlie Bulli Pass mines in New 
South Wales. Tlie coal measure at this 
particular point covers tin area of 550 
acres and is six feet in thickness. 

The upper half of the seam, it is in- 
teresting to note, dilfers but little from 
the ordinary Australian coals, while tlie 
lower portion of the measure is natural 
coke. The junction of the coal and coke 
is clearly defined and distinctly trace- 
able all through the workings. A pecul- 
iarity about tliis natural coke is that it 
is slightly heavier than the ordinary 
manufactured article and contains a 
greater percentage of fixed carbon, hut 
a much smaller quantity of ash and a 
lower percentage of sulphur. This nat- 
ural coke, it is gratifying to learn, bums 
without smoke and can ho mined for 
much less than the cost of manufactured 
coke. — Black Diamond.

THE FREE WOOL BILL. 


CONGRESSMAN 8TBVKNH GIVES THE 
VIEWS OF THE M ANUFACTUREHS. 

In tlio National Hour* |last Friday Con- 
gressman Stevens of this state spoke ns 
follows on the Free Wool Bill: 

The bill which has 'been reported by 
the committoo of ways and means, to 
- make wool freo of duty and roduco the 
' duties on woolen ffoods, will, 1 believe, 
benefit alike the manufacturers of wool- 
en goods and tho great mass of the 
- American people who ooiisumo them. 
As a manufacturer 1 am not afraid to 
• seek tho relief of tlio people by reduced 
duties on my product, and I believo that 
„ 1 - tho majority of American woolen manu- 
facturers who have studied this question 
most carefully are rapidly coming over 
to my opinion. For 30 years 1 have been 
au advocate of free wool and reduced 
duties on woolen goods. For many 
of these yoars I seemed to stand 
alone, but tho American woolen indus- 
try, under the artificial stimulus of high 
duties, has not justified tlio expectations 
of those who have advocated this sort of 
medicine. If it is prosperous today, it 
is because of the enterprise of Araoiican 
manufacturers and tho skill and intelli- 
* gonco of American workmen, rather 
than because of tho artificial barriers 
f' which have been erected by class legisla- 
tion. Tho trouble with the attempt to 
protect tho woolou manufacturers by 
enormous prohibitory duties lias boon 
the trouble which lias been found in at- 
tempting to build up every other indus- 
try by this artificial method. The de- 
. maud for high duties upon woolen goods, 
above those rondered necessary to main- 
tain tho American scalo of living for 
.American workmen, and tho additional 
cost of capital and plant, led to the dc- 
maud for similar duties upon the raw 
material of manufacture aud the woolen 
manufacturer has found his last state 
worse than his firtt. What every Ameri- 
can manufacturer of woplen goods will 
gladly welcome, if ho consults tho inter- 
est of his business alone, is freedom to 
buy his materials where lie can find the 
best, and where he cau find them on the 
most favorable terms. Free raw materials 
to the manufacturers of woolen goods is 
but an extension of the boon which lias 
already been granted to the cotton, silk 
and leather industries. 

Tho advantage of free raw materials 
to the manufacturer does not stop with 
the amount of the reduction of duty. It 
frees tho manufacturer frem trammels in 
all directions. Customs decisions on 
rates of duty no longer keep him in 
jtuspenBe for years as to tho cost of his 
materials, Ugh duties no longer drive 
him to select the poorest wools, which 
come at the lower rates, for the clothing 
which he n akes for tho American people, 
and the high cost of his materials no 
longer compels him to scan with eagle 
eye every other item of expense in tho 
* cost of production, including tho watres 
of his workmen, to make up for the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars which lie 

f lays into the treasury. Bettor machinery, 
arger investments, higher wages to 
American workmen ami lower prices and 
better goods to American consumers, all 
these bouefits are within his grasp with 
freedom to buy in every market and to 
make tho best use of his own foresight 
and judgment and the skill of his men. 
The abolition of tho duty on wool does 
not mean necessarily a smaller demand 
or lower prices for American wool. It 
means that both American wool and for- 
eign can be used to the best advantage 
for the purposes to which each is best 
adapted and that they can he mixed in 

f roper proportions in all sorts of fabrics. 

t means that more wool would be used 
than is used today because foreign wool, 
less the duty, would take the place of 
shoddy and other imitations, and more 
genuine woolen goods would bo sold to 
American buyers. Aud it may mean in 
the future perhaps also the opening of 
new markets to American manufactur- 
ers. Reduced taxes and lower prices 
always mean increased consumption. 
That has been tho experience of Kuropo 
and must bo more emphatically tlio ex- 
perience of America, where tho measure 
of the growing tastes and education of 
of the citi/.eu is the measure of his wants. 
Our Republican friends have already 
found that lifting the taxes from coffee 
and sugar has given more coffee and 
more sugar to every American consumer. 

Benefits to American consumers go 
hand in hand with benefits to Aniericau 
manufacturers. Free wool menus one of 
two things or both of them, — low< r 
prices or better goods. The one is the 
equivalent of tho other. Tho tariff 
legislat on which has compelled tho 
h«siory workers of Kuropo to debase tlio 
quality of their goods in order to got 
them into this country at the old in ices 
is tho opposite of tho tariff legislation 
proposed in tlio pending bill, and it will 
nave the opposite effects. Tho American 
people will have reason to complain, if 
tlio pending legislation, if enacted into 
law, does not bring them lower prices or 
hotter goods. Tho change may not come 
at once, — changes in industrial condi- 
tions seldom come with great rapidity, 
but tlio Change will surely come. Tho 
hundred conditions which regulate 
prices must feel, mingling with tlio other 
forces, tho force of gravitation of free 
materials, of stimulated domestic com 
petitions and foreign competition within 
easier reach. Foreigh competition I do 
not fear while American manufacturers 
maintain their present high standard of 
intelligence and skill. The proportion 
of woolen goods imported into this 
country to tho total amount consumed 
bus been small under high duties, 1 be- 
lieve it will contiiiuo small under low 
duties and healthier conditions of do- 
mestic production. That I no longer 
stand alone in these opinions, if 1 have 
sometimes seemed to in the years gone 
by, 1 will demonstrate by roadiug a few 
extracts from letters from tho most 
prominent woolen nuwmfacturers in thin 
country. Tho petitiou of tho wool con- 
sumers’s association, representing mill- 
ions of invested capital aud the most 
progressive aud thoughtful of American 
manufacturers has beeu laid before your 
body. It needs no comment from me for 
it speaks for itself the constantly grow- 
ing opinion of men who under- 
stand tnis subject uud speak as manu- 
facturers aud uot as politicians. Mr. 
Stevens then read Extracts from letters 
from Robert Bleukie, Jessie Metcalf and 
Arthur T. Lyuiau. lie then continued: 

* These expressions are typical of the host 
opinion of American manufacturers. 
They are not afruid of free wool aud re- 
duced duties. On tlio contrary, they be- 
lieve that such couditious will be in- 


finitely more beneficial alike lo them 
and to thoso who buy of them than the 
conditions which exist to-day. 

Now, for a word upon the details of 
tho pending bill. I stand hero an 
American manufacturer, but charged also 
with the high commission which was 
given the majority of the House by tlio 
American people in tho elections of 18110, 
by a clearer maud ito than any they have 
over delivered before, to relievo the 
people of useless tariff taxation. ’I'jiis 
bill, in my opini »n, does just that with 
tho article with which it deals. You 
cumot strike down every shred of pro- 
tection for one finished American pro- 
duct, whilo y iu leave it on other such 
products. You cannot strike down 
every barrier between the wages of 
Kuropo atid tho wages of Amorioa so 
long as every other industry feels tlio 
unhealthy stimulus and ttio feverish 
fluctuation in prices due to our present 
tariff' system. If tho laborer iu the 
woolen mills goes to buy supplies for 
himself or his family ho pays the 
artificial prices which the high tariff 
system enables them to charge. Worse 
than this, ho getR even now no such com 
pensating difference in wages as the 
difference in tho prices of certain articles 
under healthy conditions or competi- 
tion and the nititlcial conditions which 
prevail to-day. You cannot strike at the 
wages of tho woolen operative by making 
dutios too low while you surround him 
iu every other industry with all the 
luxuriant morbid growtli of an un- 
healthy system. Tho schedule of duties 
proposed by your committee is a 
thoroughly symmetrical system. Strike 
at one part and you impair the symmetry 
of the whole. The duty on yarns has 
been made less than that on fabrics, the 
duty on goods with a cotton warp is less 
than that on goods all wool; the duty on 
fabrics is less than on made-up articles. 
Wo have put the duty on the cheaper 
blankets at 25 per cent,— so that any 
striking increase in pi ice by tlio Ameri- 
can manufacturer above what will cover 
tho difference between American and 
European wages, will open tlio gates to 
foreign blankets and force tlio American 
manufacturer to do justice to tho Ameri- 
can buyer. We have made rates lower 
than thoso of tho Mills hill upon blankets, 
upon fabrics with a cotton warp aud up- 
on all carpeting. The bill of the com- 
mittee represents, in my opiuion, as wise 
a distribution of duties as could be 
made. Lower rates than these might 
oiipplo American manufacturers, de- 
prive American workmen of their places 
and dofoat many of tho objects of pro- 
gressive tariff reform, which is the aim 
of tlio majority of this House. This bill, 
as it stands, represents infinite possi- 
bilities of good to all the American 

E eople. If it stimulates manufactures 
y enabling tho poor man to buy more 
clothing than formerly, the poor woman 
to buy an all-wool dress where stie now 
buys one of part shoddy or part cotton, 
the child of poverty to lie protected by 
double blankets where ho is now covered 
by but a single one, the House of 
Representatives of the 52d Congress will 
live in the hearts of American people 
with keener love aud higher honors than 
any House which has ever sat in this 
capital. 

Their Nose in the Trough. 

(Springfield Republican.) 
Answering its own question, “Why is 
tho democratic party so opposed to a 
protective tariff?” the organ of the 
American protective tariff league replies 
that “all men and even animals fear and 
hate whatever they do not understand.” 
Thisrfs a most convincing style of argu- 
ment. But its impressiveness might be 
greatly increased by adding that many 
pigs, for example, fear aud hate a swill 
trough until they get their noses into it 
and come to understand it. 


The Bnly of Saying “Oh!” 

A certain small boy was aggrieved b> 
tho indifference with which his busy 
father received the news of his bruised 
finger, and in childish fashion expressed 
his indignation. The father’s tardy ex- 
cuse that ho could have done uothing to 
help the matter was met by the clash- 
ing reply, “You might have said, ‘Oh!’ ” 
The little fellow neither sought nor ex 
pected material aid, hut he did want 
sympathy, aud his reproachful answer 
holds tho essence of volumes. 

It ought to ho so easy to aay tho little 
word for which our neighbor longs, to 
utter the bright ejaculation, or to bestow 
the loving glance for which another’s 
heart is wearying, but wo too often for- 
get the duty of saying “Oh!” and keep 
our pity for the dark days of affliction, 
our tenderness for tho great events of 
life. Of all negatively disagreeable quali- 
ties, indiffor. neo is tlio most trying, for 
the victim of its cool disregard is not 
only hurt by it, but furthermore is made 
to realizo his own. nothingness in a way 
which not even true humility accepts 
willingly. Our own trials and pleasures 
are so interesting to ourselves that we 
cannot quite understand why they are of 
such small consequense to others, and 
then we make the fatal mistake of letting 
them obscure our perception of what we 
iu our turn owe. There aro, it is true, 
many selfish, self-indulgent natures to 
which tlio blessing of giving is quite un- 
known, but which demand an inordinate 
share of attention. We all know them, 
and after a while we avoid paying the 
heavy taxes which intercourse with such 
people so heavily imposes. But it is 
not of them aud their boumlless egotism 
that we r>ro speaking, but of our obliga- 
tions to the dear every-day and all-day 
friends whom wo love, hut whom we 
sometimes forget to cherish. We must 
not be too busy to say!‘Oh!” when little 
pleasures or little trials come, for if we 
cannot help in any other way, our readi- 
ness to feel witli them is welcome and 
appreciated.— Harper’s Bazar.

TELEPHONE POLES. 

The hill section of West Newtou is 
evidently nil “torn up” OYor the propo- 
sition to erect telephone poles on its quiet 
streets, aud the residents evidently do 
not desire such an unsightly addition to 
their section. They are all of them fami- 
liar with Highland Street from the rail- 
road station to Washington stroct, where 
huge telephone poles usurp so much of 
the narrow sidewalk that people passing 
them have to walk iu single file, and 
when it rains there is not room to carry 
an ordinary umbrella between the poles 
and the fence. Whenever there is an 
entertainment at City Hall these polos 
drive the crowd that como on tho trains 
into the street and are in every way a 
nuisance. No wonder West Newton 
people do not want more of them, and 
object strongly to having their sidewalks 
monopolised by the telephoue company 
The company hoped to prevent the 
lesidents from protesting by proclaim- 
ing that no more telephones w.ould be 
put in in that section unless they could 
have poles in the streets, and this placed 
those who bad applied for telephones in 
a rather delicate position. It may have 
been only a “bluff,” however, aud it was 
hardly wise for the company to make 
such a threat, as it accomplished nothiug. 
The residents almost unanimously re- 
torted that they would rather have no 
telephuues at all than to have the poles. 

The company evidently could give as 
good service as they are now giving, 
without poles, if they desired to, but tbe 
Telephone monopoly has attained such 
a size that it thinks it can do just ab mt 
what it likes. 

Anyone driving about the city aud 
seeing the huge poles with their forest of 
wire ou our main streets, would be con- 
vinced that it was about time to enter a 
protest against any further defacement 
of the city. Kev. Mr, Patrick’s sug- 
gestion that the wires could ctsilv be 
placed under ground was not an unrea- 
sonable one, and this ought certainly to 
l»e dAne ou tbe main streets, where the 
poles are uow as proiniueut as they are 
ugly, which is saying a good deal. 

This is one of those cases where the 
right to pass through the streets is a 
valuable franchise and the city has 
hitherto given it away, aud even has to 
pay a heavy reutal for the use of its own 
telephones. The company ought cer* 
taiuly to furnish the city with free ser- 
vice in return for its lrancliise, uutl this 
would be getting oft' very cheaply. It is 
about time to make an end to the prac- 
tice of giving away privileges that should 
briug some iucoine to the city. 

The discussion oyer the appropria. 
lion for a hose house aud police static u 
at Nonantum will interest tux payeis, 
tnauy of whom find it hard to under- 
stand why such an expensive building is 
needed iu that section, unless it be that 
t lie building will bd so artistic iu design 
as to prove a constant source of educa- 
tion to the residents, ill the art of 
architecture. In this light the building 
may be worth all that it costs, even 
if the original figure of £12.500 be re- 
i ted. The Common Conooil insists on 
ibis, while the aldermen have cut It 
down to £10,800. New public buildings 
a 'pear to come pretty high in Newton, 
a .d if a small hose house and police 
x'atiou costs this amount, the tax payer’s 
imagination standi appalled at the prob- 
a Me cost of anew City Hall, w. icii lias 
l»-*eu so long talked about, A corre- 
spondent wauts to know why the 
steamer H ie house aud police statiou 
c ould uot have been taken as a model for 
the Nonantum building, aud thinks it 
might be reproduced at a saving from 
i be figures mentioned and then have a 
oiildiug entirely of brick. The Newton 
engine house aud police s' a '.ion, building 
and land, is vilued at $13, 000, and 
the land is quite valuable, aud is prob- 
able worth somewhere near $2,000. 
Whether the buildiug could he repro- 
duced for auywhere near $1 1,000 we do 
not know, and it might be Interesting to 
look the matter up. If the Steamer One 
building which was put up some twenty- 
four years ago is good enough for New- 
ton it ought to be good enough for 
Nouautum. 

Congressman Wai.kkh of this state 
is certainly an original genius. He told 
his fellow Congressmen that the manu- 
facturers could get along perfectly well 
without protection, it did not specially 
benefit them hut only their workmen. 
Then after this bit of nonsense, he 
lectured a fellow Congressman who said 
he bought goods wheu he could get them 
* beaper aud proclaimed it to be the duty 
>f every American to buy American 


goods and so help his brothers who 
made them. Mr. Walker happened to 
have his coat on and a member inter- 
rupted him to ask if it was not mado of 
imported goods. Mr. Walker admitted 
that it was but said ho bought it because 
it was taxed double and triple, and these 
taxes helped tho government. The 
member thought that to bo consistent 
Mr. Walker 'ought to wear all-wool 
American shoddy, but it is wrong to ex- 
pect a man of Mr. Walker’s original 
genius to bo consistent. He will oven 
deny that “double and triplo dutios” on 
his coat are taxes, in another speech, 
and while people admire Mr. Walker’s 
versatility, it is hardly to be expected 
that they should bo convinced by his 
arguments. They are only iutendod to 
amuse, nnd not to instruct. 


The project of annoxiug Cambtidge to 
Boston is luving a vorv lively bearing 
boforo tho committo on citios, Newton 
and most of tho towns in Middlesex 
county arc represented to oppose tho 
scheme and also a large share of the 
citizens of Cambridge, and tho city 
council of the latter city is uuauimous 
against it Tboso who favor it seemed 
to piesont as their chiof argument, that 
tho valuo of Cambridge real csr-ate would 
rise, if it was annexed to Boston, and 
secondly that tho streets would be 
better. None of thoso who favor the 
project soom to have any idea of what 
will be done with all the county build- 
ings aud other property, and tiny soem 
to have some idea that they will mako 
some money by the advance in roal 
estate. But it is difficult to see any 
good reason for the belief that prices 
would advauce, and to extinguish Cam- 
bridge by makuig it a part of Boston 
docs not seem to be relished by leading 
citizens of Cambridge. Oue looks in 
ain for any Cambridge men of promi- 
nence amoug those who have yot ap- 
peared in favor. 


Mr. Edward I). Mead in his lecture 
before the Boston Society for the Pro- 
motion of Good Citizenship gave a 
graphic description of Senator Hill as “a 
man who never spoke a significant word, 
never took hand in auv significant public 
cause, and never showed the commonest 
symptom of any kiod of greatness,— a 
brazen upstart who has hardly been iu 
his seat siuce he entered the Senato, or 
uiveu any indication of a consciousness 
that auy duties attach to tho position, or 
that the place is anylhiug else thau a 
place for electioneering.” There are a 
great many such men in politics, today, 
atd it is the duty of good citizous to see 
that they are kept out of any honorable 
office. 


Tue Indiana Republican platform, 
adopted by tbe convention that elected 
Harrison delegates last week, adopte.d 
this resolution ou the silver question: 

We are in favor of honest money, of a 
dollar that, whether it bo gold or silver 
or paper, shall be of like value iu the 
payment of debts. 

Senator Hill iu bis Southern speeches, 
before wliat are supposed to be free-silver 
audiences, gives bis position in almost 
these words, and the silver men claim 
him. Probably the Iudiana convention 
did not waut to be definite enough to 
offeud any free silver voters.

j merely dating the severest peri id of the 
o mgh, but until the last vestige of the 
j c mgh and expectoration bus vanished.

| whole of Hie New tons, who, if she has 
taken a child of hers to any summering 
I place. Hotel or Boarding house, aud 
I touud there another child with the 
whooping cough, would not either take 
, hors away or insist ou the other leaving, 
it iM not alone the horrid ailment itself, 
that is to be dreaded, but also the ills it 
oiteu leaves iu its wake, that have ruined 
many liven and made them a burden. 1 
; think that it is time that public seuti- 
j meet and professional opinion wore en- 
listed to bring about its exclusion from 
every public place.

JUGGLERY IX TIIE KITCHEN. 


SOME OF TIIE THICKS PRACTICED IX TIIE 

SALE OF ADULTERATED BAKING 
POWDERS. 

(Boston Herald.) 

Is there uot some city ordinance that 
will protect housekeepers from the peri- 
patetic female with the baking powder 
tests? Nobody wishes to turn a woman 
from tiie door, but really the frequency 
with which this one, or her sister, is sent 
around by the baking powder concern 
that employs her makes her, even if the 
cleverest of her sex, a bic tiresome. 

Then the “tests” she makes are so un- 
scientific, not to say fraudulent, that 
they are likewise becoming a bore. 
Here, for iustance, is one of them: A 
sample of the baking powder found iu 
tiie kitchen visited, aud which it is in- 
tended to defame, is placed in a glass, 
mixed witli a little water, and stirred. 
Being a puro powder it foams up like 
champagne, although the bubbles of car- 
bonic acid gas will continue to rise for a 
long time. The tester then takes a 
sample of tiie powder which site is try- 
ing to introduce and treats it in Hie same 
manner. The result is a glassful of 
yeast-like foam. This action, she claims, 
is evidence of the superiority aud grea r - 
er strength of her powder, whereas it is 
caused solely hy the flour with wuich 
the powder is largely adulterated, and it 
is indisputable evidence of such adultera- 
tion. To prove tills, add a little flour to 
tiie oilier powder, mix thoroughly, add 
the water, stir it up, and the same result 
will be produced to a degiee dependent 
upon tiie quantity of flour used. 

Tiie uhject of these people is, of course- 
to deceive the consumers as to the quali 
ties of tiieir baking pow d er aud the bak 
ing powder used in the kitchen visited. 

The attempt to injure honest goods 
and make a market tor an adulterate i 
article by sudi methods is dishonest ani 
despicable. But to try t > palm oil upon 
any woman such a silly trick tor a 
scientific test in au iusult to her intelli- 
gence.

There is a man who liven in the city of 
New York who linn ncmmuln f e»i quite a 
fortune by simply advising peoplo what 
to do.

ORDINANCE RELATIVE TO PLUMBING. I 

Jtc It ordained by the City Council of the City 
of Newton, as follows. 

SECTION l, Every poison desiring to do plumb- 
ing work iu the City of Newton shall appear in 
person at the office of the Hoaul of Health, aud 
leceive a certificate of registration. 

No person other than a regUiertd plumber 
shall carry on or engage in the plumbing husi 
ness, nor make any connection with any private 
sewer, drain, Moil or waste pipe, or any branch 
pipe connected therewith. 

Any violation of tho rules hereinafter follow- 
ing, by a registered plumber, not remedied with- 
in ten days after notirn , will bo deemed sufficient 
cause for revoking his certificate of reglstta ion. 
Any plumber whose certificate of registration 
has been revoked for cause will not be allowed 
to regi8«?r again without a special vote or the 
Hoard of Health. 

SKCT. 2. itie plumbing and draining of all 
buildings, public and private, shall be executed j 
in accordance with plans and specifications pre- 
viously bubudited to and approved in writing by ‘ 
the Hoard of Health or its agents. 

Plans and specifications of the said plumbing j 
and drainage shall in each case be submitted up- 
on blitnas in such form as tie Hoard ol Health J 
shall older, and placed on file in the Health De- 
partment. 

No person shall commence work on such 
drainage or puimbtng until such plans and sped- ' 
flcatlons have been submitted to and approved 1 
by the Hoard ol Health. PLus and specifications , 
will be approved or rejected witldn five days of 
filing the same. After a plan or piece d work 
has once been approved no idtera'ion of either ! 
will Is* allowed except ou written application ol 
the plumber aud approval ol the change by tho ] 
Hoard of Health or its agent. 

SECT. 8. Imhi*kction. No pel son shall cover 
or conceal any part « f the work until tiller it has 
been examined and approvtd by the inspector ol 
the Hoard ot Health. The plumber shall send 
notice to the Hoard of Hcaltli when the work is 
sufiich-ntly advanced for rucli inspection, aud 
again wht-u the work Is completed. The plumber 
shall test all soil, waste, drain and veil, pipes iii 
the presence ot tbo plumbing inspector by a 
pressure test, the pressure to be upplied as 
directed by the Inspector, and after all openings . 
have been securely uuued by tbe plumber iu 
charge of the work. None of said pipes shall bo 
covered uulil they have stood the test to tne 
satisfaction ot the inspector. If the work does 
not stand tho test, ana tne same is not remedied 
within ten days, the water shall he turned off l»y 
order of i ho board ot flea Ur or its ugont, und 
not let on again until the plumbing has been 
pronounced saiislaclory by the inspector. 

Sect. 4. Hoiisk-Diiain. That portion of the 
house-drain which is outside oi the building, and 
nioio than four feet from tbe foundation wulls, 
shall lie i onsttuclo i of extra heavy cast Iron soil 
pipe or ot the best ijuulity ol vitrified draiu pipe. 

That i>ortlou ot the house-drain winch is inside 
the walls or uuder ti e building, and I but portion 
outside ol the building, und within lour feet ut 
(be foundation wall shall be of extra heavy irou 
pipe, with u fall of ut least one-half inch to the 
foot. It shall run along the cellar wull, and bo 
securely fastened I hereto, or suspended from Iho 
floor timbers Iu iron hungers. 

When a trench beneath u basement or cellar 
llonr is unavoidable, it shall be provided with 
movable covers, and wailed up of such width us 
to admit of access to all the joints. 

No bouse drain or privute tower shall pass 
uuder another house nor within four feel of the 
cellar wall of another. 

Belt. 5. House-Drain Thai*. When not 
connected with a public sewer the house-druiu 
shall lie provided with a miming trap of the 
cuiue size as tin- druiu located beyond ull homo 
connections, which shall have a hand-hole for 
convenience in cleaiikrg. It me trap lie inside 
the cellar wull the Ui.ud-hole shill be on the 
house side of the trap. When the house-druiu 
is connected w ith the public sewer the ruuuiug- 
ti up may be omitted. 

Hk< -r. U. Fresh Am Im.kis, When a house- 
drain is lint connected with u nubile sewer there 
sliull bo a fresh ulr Inlet entering tbe drain be- 
tween the main trait u»d all bouse connections of 
not less than tour inches internal diameter, ex- 
tending into the external air nt least three feet 
above the ground and away from ull windows 
aud doors, the uiipei end Io be protected by u 
cowl or return fiend securely fastened.

The board of aldonnon mot Monday ' 
night with all the members present and j 
Mayor lllbbird in the chair. The minutes 
of tho last meeting woro read and ftp 
proved. Eleasm Thompson of Newton I 
was appointed an auctioneer. 

The annual report of tho Superinten 
dent of streets was received for printing. 

Tho order for the Nonantum Hose 
House came up from the Common Coun- 
cil amended to $12,500 and caused quite 
a discussion. 

Alderman Sheppatd moved that the 
hoard adhere to its former action in np 
nropriating $10,5*00, nud Alderman Ilar- 
oacn seconded. 

Alderman Hyde amended to concur 
with the lower hrauch. anu Alderman 
Sprague seconded. 

Alderman Hyde called for the yeas and 
nays, and Aldermen Hyde, Coftin and 
Sprague voted yea, and Aldermen Wil- 
son, Harhach, Churchill and Sheppard , 
voted nay. „ 

On Alderman Sheppard’s motion all 
voted yes hut Mr. Hyde. 

Alderman Hyde said that ho thought a 
compromise might be effected on $11,500 . 
and moved that a commitJ,oo of confer- , 
ence ho appointed. 

Alderman Sheppard hoped tho board 
would not recede from its action, as its 
position was just and correct. Tho board 
understood the question in all its points 
when they first voted, and it would be 
yielding too much to mere sentiment to 
change. The positiou was just this, $7, 
500 would have placed a suitable build- j 
ing on the Wellington lot, a location fully 
as good in every way as the Bridge street 
lot, and the city would then have had a 
lot in a central location for public pur- 
poses. On the city lot was a police 
station which would answer every pur- 
pose for years. It was never used for 
prisoners, but otdy qs a lodging house 
for tramps, and such a building ought to 
be separate from a hose house. The city 
would have been better off but owing to 
an agitation stirred up by the Common 
Councilman from that section in favor of 
a public building there, the Nonantum 
people had asked for this budding. It 
was a mere matter of sentiment and if 
w e must swallow the big dose, let us cut 
off tlie edges and make it as easy to get 
clown as possible. 

Alderman Hyde said tho location was 
settled long ago and no change would be 
made now. It was assuming a good deal 
to say that 7 persons know more than 14. 
lie had experience with the Commou 
Council lately (laughter) and know they 
w ere good meu. We need a new police 
station, and the Chief of Police and the 
police committee would say so. He 
hoped some one would move to amend 
aud make the sum $11,000. 

Alderman Harbach said he thought the 
aldermen understood tho question 
thoroughly and from remarks he had 
heard from members of tho lower branch 
he did not think they did. The building 
would be just as good as if built on the 
original plan, except that the second 
story would be of wood. Boston has 
just put up such a building at Longwood 
aud if it was good enough for that 
locality it ought to ho good enough for 
Nonantum. He saw no reason fof mak- 
ing any increase. 

Alderman Coffin moved that a com- 
mittee of conference be appointed. 

Alderman Churchill said he bad favor- 
ed the Wellington lot, until the City Soli- 
citor had said mat the restrictions were an 
objection. 

He favored having a hose house in 
Nonantum and one was needed there, 
but the sum of $12,500 was formidable 
one, when $3,500 had been the largest 
sura Dreviously mentioned. If $l0,Sb0 
would* put up a suitable building he saw 
no need of appropriating more.

NEWrOS CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 

THE “EVENING SKItVICE” DISCUSSED— 
LARGE ATTENDANCE. 


The Newton Congregational Club held j 
tbeii last meeting for tlie year in the pat- [ 
lors of the Second Congregational 
clinch, West Newton, Monday evening, 
and an unusually large number were 
present. 

Tho usual supper furnished by Paxton 
was enjoyed, 150 poisons seating them- 
selves at the tables, and at soven o’clock 
President A. G. Sherman called the 
meeting to order and the opening prayer 
was offerod by Rev. Calvin Cutler of 
Auburndale. 

A quartet from Eliot church rendered 
a selection followed by tho reading of tho 
records by the secretary. 

The uomiuating committee made its 
report and proposed for membership in 
the club the following names: Walter 
B. Davis, Josopli Owens, J, Chenver Ful- 
ler, Joseph A. Symonds, A. L. Kershaw, 
Bobert Bennett, II. G. Clovoland, Second 
church; George Leonard, William F. 
Bacon, Arthur H. Bailey, P. C. Jones, 
Eliot church; Abram O. Swain, William 
II. Wales, First church; It. E. Ashcndon, 
Auburndale church; Leonard Boyd, New- 
ton Highlands church; ltev. J. M. Dut- 
ton, H. R. Gibbs, 11. P. Bird, E. A. 
Drowue, H. N. Miliken, J, B. Cornish, 
Central church. 

I)r. II iriiugton for the executive com- 
mittee said they bad been considering 
a change in the by-laws with reference 
to the time of adjournment, and it had 
been thought best to make the hour of 
adjournment 8.15 or 8.30 instead of 9 
o’clock, thus allowing members residing 
on the south side of the city time to take 
the 8 27 traiu home. Otherwise they are 
compelled to wait until 10.00. The 
recommendation of the committee was 
tabled until tho next meeting. 

Tho outlook committee reported 
through Bev. G. G. Phipps of tho High- 
lands. The report proved very interest- 
ing, dealing briefly with each section of 
the city, and the especial thorao of inter- 
est or line of work beiue carried on in the 
different societies. 

The attendance at tho -weekly prayer 
meetings was entered upon at some 
length, showing at the First church an 
attendance of 75 to 80 regular members 
out of a total of 275, about 20 of whom 
tako part. At Auburudale 100 attend 
and 26 participate: Newton Highlands, 
45 attend, 20 participate; Eliot church, 
onc-titth of the church members attend 
and about one tenth participate. The 
conclusion reached from these statistics 
showed the urgent need of infusing new 
life and now blood to invigorate and 
strengthen the weekly attendance and a 
committee working toward this object 
might result in much good, 

A communication was received from 
tho Delfthaven Memorial Club, asking 
co-operation iu the erection of a memori- 
al to the forefathers. 

The topic for the evening, “The Even- 
ing Service as Seen from the Pulpit and 
Pew,” was introduced by President 
Sherman, v\ ho called upon Bev. George 
A. Hood of Newtonville to speak upon 
“What has a pastor reason to expect of 
the people concerning tho evening ser- 
vice?” 

The speaker said the problem was not 
a general but a local one. Each church 
is different iu the stylo aud nature of its 
communicants, and local couditious are 
to be considered in making a success o! 
the evening meeting. Many a pastor be 
lieves iu the conversational meeting, 
lettiug his people carry ou the service, 
thus rclieving*him of the duty. 

The question really depends upon what 
the pastor thinks the service is lor and 
what his people think it will amount to. 
A case was cited where 150 young meu 
i were oiganized into various committees 
I by their pastor, to conduct the Sunday 
[ e vening meetings.i esult ing in large audi- 
ences of 000 aud 700 people at each ser- 
vice, aud oftentimes many being unable 
to gaiu admitance. The success of the 
evening service is a benefit to the church 
and it is needful to encourage aud keep 
alive the spirit, of Christ in our work. 
People love physical activity, the intel 
j leciual love to listen to learned lectures 
! and discourses, the musical to the syin- 
| phony concerts, ami there are those who 
I desire to gratify the longings of the soul. 

! Pastors have reus >u to expect the most 
of help and support and the most car* - 
I till attention, aud a faithful following up 
I of results which must accrue from 
earnest united endeavor. 

Mr. W. S. Slocum spoke upon this 
phase of the subject: “is the almost 
universally small attendance at the even- 
ing service indicative of lets regard for 
the Sabbath and church work?” The 
i less attendance at the evening service ! 
would seem, from casual observation, to 
he indicative of less regard for the 
church and Christian work, hut on tho 
other hand is not non-attendance a test 
i of this regard? 

A regard for the Sabbath might iuduce 
a man to stay away from the evening 
service. If he attended the morning ser- 
vice am) the .suudav school regard for 
the day and its privileges may he the 
{ reason ot hi i absence from evening t-er- 
vice. A man owes some time to his 
lamily, friend* ami himself on Sunday. 
It is dicing these quiet hours by himself 
| at bis borne that he gaius peace and 
I strength, thus -would not the evening 
service stand in the way of his work? 
1’he life of Christ at Capernaum would 
emphasize this. In the morning he was 
at tin- synagogue, in the afternoon with 
Ids disciples, in the (-veiling in the homes 
of his followers, and lutcr he went to a 
| solitary place for prayei. The Sibbath 
1 is kept ac -ordiug to our circumstances 
1 and surroundings. It is observed oue 
way in Boston, a different way in New- 
ton, and still auotbei wsj in anotbei 
place. In Newton a mail’s w'cek is 
thoroughly takm up. He goes to his 
work early and returns late. Tlife Sab- 
> bath iu just as much crowded to a man of 
church work as the week day to the 
average business man. 'I'll in is one rea- 
son for a deplorable lack of Bible study. 
What place is there iu such a man’s Sum 
day for Bible study. An incident* was 
told of Senatoi Hoar during the late 
campaign. Driving eighteen miles to his 
home in Worcester, Saturday night, after 
midnight, to he with his family Sunday 
morning at an hour’s Bible study, which 
wus regularly participated in by each 
member of the family. 

Mr.Ueoige M Kiske spoke upou “What 
are the causes that have led to the pres- 
ent condition of this service? Aie they 
necessary aud permuueut?” 

One reason of the decline iu attendance 
rnay be the many othei meetings. The 


meetings of tho V. P. S. C. K. and such 
organiz uions must cause inroads upon 
this service. 

A 'till more important reason is tho 
lack of attraction to the masses whom it 
is desired to interest. 

People attend the meetings because 
they are interested, and an interest must 
bo awakened. 

Much is hoard, and truthfully, about , 
the want ot sympathy between the ; 
church and the working cl issos, ami it is j 
a matter that demands much careful at- 1 
tention 

“Shall we give up the evening preach- 
ing service?” Mr. Albert L. Harwood 
said, with our handsome and attractive | 
church edifices, costing thousands of 
dollars, one and one Itnlf hours a week 
is quite two little to uso thedfc nugnifl- , 
cent houses for worship. It pays if used 
only that little, but it would pay better 
if used more. Tho evening service can 
he used with profit. 

We do not go there to listen to emi- 
nent theologists, to enjoy pulpit oratory, 
but it is a place where the non-church 
goers should he gathered. They aro more 
likely to come in tho evening than in | 
the daytime, and they must first be at 
traded and then entertained. When 
they have been attracted, they want 
more than a prayei me ting. They 
should be excused from going into a 
meeting which must be supported by 
their efforts. A brass band could bo 
employed, anything to got them there, 
and this perhaps would ho as good a way 
to spend some of the money. 

The Gospel is not attractive enough of 
itsoif. After they have got there let the 
pastor give a 15 or 20 minute earnest 
Gospel talk followed by a short praise 
service and then a short earnest prayer 
meeting. 

Bev. George G. Phipps speaking on 
“How can we save tho evening service?” 
said tho church suffers from tired dis- 
ciples. Live, wideawake, earnest Chris- 
tian work is essential. To save tho even- 
ing service it must be redeemed. 

Bev. Henry J. Patrick, D. D., spoke 
upon “Why has tho effort to enrich this 
service laid special ompha is upon the 
musical parts?” Tho speakor said in 
talkiug with Bev. Mr. Horr of Boston 
upon this subject, the latter told of his 
efforts in this line. First a neat, attrac- 
tive program is essential to let people 
know what is coming, a 20 minute Gospel 
sermon, a go id musical program, with a 
quartet and congregational singing. His 
meetings have increased from an attend- 
ance of 150 to 600 and 700 poople. He 
emphasizes the need of music. 

The world without music would be 
a dreary place, and what would a reli- 
gious meeting be without music. Music 
is a great attraction, hut tho chief thing 
is the Gospel. The Gospel can be sung 
more effectually thau it can be preached. 
Sankev has won souls to Christ that 
Moody could never reach with his elo- 
quence, and all evangelists have their 
singers who accompany and labor with 
them. Tho only way of uniting people 
in a service is through song. Beneath 
the most diverse outward circumstances 
is a medium whereby all in common may 
be drawn to tho Father. 

Tlie subject was thou opened for dis- 
cussion, which was participated in by 
Rev. E. E. Strong, Mr. G. B. Putnam 
and Bev. Calvin Cutler. 

A motion by Bov. T. J. Holmes to ex- 
tend a vote of thanks to the choir for 
their excellent service of song was voted.

While tho digging was in progress a 
person on a train in passing the scene of 
the disaster could look out of the win- 
dow on one side of the oar and see 
workmen in the light of smoking and 
flickering torches digging down in the 
ruins anxious to find what they so much 
dreaded to see. These men were black 
aud grimy, and over their heads black- 
ened walls with gaping windows told 
tho stranger in town that this was the 
scene of tlie terrible calamity of which 
ho had read so much in the metropolitan 
newspapers in the last two or three days. 
The passenger need only turn his head 
to witness a sight strongly in contrast 
indeed with the one just described. 

A ball was in progress, and everything 
wus bright and cheerful. Men in even- 
ing dress had their arms encircling the 
waists of their fair partners, the women 
in handsome gowns, with low cut necks 
and short sleeves, and each couple danc- 
ing around the room to graceful music. 
They seemed oblivious, as they undoubt- 
edly were, of the grewsomo scene only a 
few feet away and within plain view. 
In one picture all was pleasure and mer- 
riment — all the bright side of life. 
Through the other frame tho picture 
showed the shadows of misery, misfor- 
tune and horror. — New York Tribune. 


Sir Morell .Mackenzie In Merlin. 

Sir Morell Mackenzie’s death recalled 
the placidity of that eminent surgeon 
amid the series of extraordinary insults 
and antagonistic demonstrations in Ber- 
lin during the illness of the late Kaiser 
Frederick. 1 have seen tho people in 
Berlin throw mud at tho carriage of tho 
English doctor, who was popularly sup- 
posed to ho murdering the German kaiser, 
and he was suhjeoted to insults without 
number whenever he appeared in the 
crowded streets of tne Gerniun capital. 
The bitternos of the emperor’s physi- 
cians was so keen that it transcended all 
bounds of medical etiquette, and Sir 
Moroll’s life at Chariot ten burg at one 
time was only saved from continued and 
unbearable insults by the protection of 
the kaiser’s EuglLh wife. 

The Empress Frederick was a firm be- 
ieverin her countryman’s skill, and she 
prevailed in the end. After the mist of 
the medical battle had cleared* away it 
was found that the skill of Sir Morell 
Mackenzie had been justified, aud lau- 
rels were piled high upon his brow. He 
wus a typical surgeon in manner, for 
nothing ever had the slightest effect 
upon his deep seated and natural tran- 
quillity of manner.— Blakely Hall in 
Brooklyn Eagle. 

Extraordinary ('upturn of a flunk. 

On one of tho cold mornings during 
the cold spell a large hawk pounced upon 
one of Benjamin Haller's tame ducks 
that at the time were in a pool of fresh, 
unfrozen water in the canal l>ed a short 
j distance beyond the “third lock" at Mueo- 
I donia.

A Neglected Duty. 

(Boston Herald.) 

A correspondent has written to call 
our attention to the fact that if the ways 
and means committee of the House of 
Representatives fails to prepare a draft 
of a bill placing coal and iron ore on the 
free list, and reducing the duties upon 
scrap iron and pig iron, it will signnlly 
disappoint tho expectations that have 
been formed of the probable action of 
Congress if tho Democracy succeeded in 
obtaining control. There is not a little 
force to this comment. Wo pointed out 
some weeks ago that a bill which had 
been introduced by Mr. Andrew cm 
bodied the wishes of tariff reformers in 
the Now Kngland states. The effect of 
the adoption of this measure would be 
to place coal and iron ore upon the free 
list, and to materially reduce the customs 
duties upon scrap iron, pig iron and 
other cru te forms of iron and steel. 

This is a measuro which appeals more 
directly to New England interests than 
almost any other which Congress could 
take up for consideration. The indus- 
tries that have gone out of existence in 
this part of tho country linvu been 
largely those industries which depend 
for their maintenance upon cheap coal 
and iron. Compelled to purcliaso in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio when their 
natural market for supply was Canada or 
beyond the Atlantic, our iron and steel 
manufacturers have fought a . losing 
fltfht, and in too many instances have 
been compelled, after years of strenuous 
exertion, to acknowledge themselves 
defeated. There have been no geograph- 
ical or geological obstacle in the way ol 
success. II it were not for tho direct in- 
terference of Congress, wo should have 
iron foundries, rolling mills, and iron and 
steel works of all kinds in tho New Eng 
land states, capable not only of supply- 
ing the needs of our people, but perhaps 
of seeding considerable quantities of 
manufactured wares to foreign and other 
domestic markets. This industry lias 
been crushed out of existence in iho New 
England states just as effectually as it 
would have been if Congress had enacted 
a law prohibiting tho citizens of these 
six states from engaging in the iron and 
steel business. Such a statute would be 
looked upou as an instance of govern- 
ment despotism, and yet the indirect 
action we have referred to has been pro- 
ductive of similar results, and has been 
by many, even among us, applauded as 
a wise instance of patriotic legislation. 

In the political campaigns that have 
been carried on in this and other New 
England states during the last three or 
four years tho necessity of winning a 
Democratic victory as a means of chang- 
ing this condition of affairs has been 
repeatedly insisted upon. Our aban 
doned rolling mills and deserted iron 
foundries have been pointed to as strik- 
ing evidences of the iniquitous effects of 
the existing tariff system, aud the voters 
have been asked to throw their ballots 
for Democratic candidates, on the ground 
that one of tho results of a Democratic 
victory would he an effort to remedy this 
•vil. That the victory has been won is 
too obvious to need commeul, but thus 
far no intimation lias been given by the 
Democratic majority, or rather by the 
ways and means committee, of an inton 
tion of revising the coal or the iron and 
steel schedules of the tariff. On the con- 
trary. a report has been sent, out from 
Washington that the ways and means 
committee has come to the conclusion 
that there is nothing to he gained by in- 
troducing any more proposed changes in 
the tariff, and that, with the exception 
of a reduction to one cout per pound of 
the duty on tin plates, tho record on 
tariff matters of the Democratic major- 
ity will have to nst upon the measures 
already proposed. 

It seems to us that, from the stand- 
point either of justice of expediency, 
such a couclusiou would he altogether 
unwarrantable. Thus far New Eng- 
land’s views on the question of tariff 
changes have received no distinct recog- 
nition, for in the matter of wool we oc- 
cupy a position in uo way different from 
tho rest of the country. With few ex- 
ceptions our woollen manufactuiers are 
abundantly protected under existing 
conditions, and the change which would 
place wool upon the free list would he 
one which would benefit the consumers 
of woollen and worsted goods, who are 
to be found all over the United States. 
That is, free wool lias been advocated 
here, not heenuse of any special gain that 
w’ould come to New England in conse- 
quence of it, hut hecauKo of the general 
benefit that might ho expected to accrue. 

But the ways and means committee 
has found occasion to consider the 
special interests of ceitain districts in 
Hie propositions tiiat have been ad- 
vanced to place binding twine and cotton 
ties on tho free list. It may be said of 
the first proposition that, as the material 
out of w hich binding twine is made is 
brought in duty free, the free listing of 
tiiu twine itself, when perhaps it can ho 
manufactured here as cheap as elsewhere, 
is a change which Congress is justified 
in making out of consideration to t lie 
western farmers. But there certainly is 
an incongruity in putting cotton ties up- 
on tho free list while maintaining an ex- 
travagant and entirely needless protec- 
tive duty upon the material out of which 
these ties are made. Such a change is a 
perversion of all socrud economic legisla- 
tion. Some excuse can he made for 
taking the duties off of raw material, 
while not changing the duties upon 
finished commodities, because that at 
least would stimulate domestic industry; 
hu t to reverse this, tv keep the duties 
upon the raw material and remove them 
from the llnlslied commodity is a wholly 
unjustifiable proceeding. All that can 
he said of it is tbut it is an attempt to 
favor a certain section, that is, the South, 
just as free binding twine is intended to 
favor tho West. But it may ho pertinent 
to ask if tariff loform legislation is to ho 
its character, why the peculiar demands 
of New England for free coal, free iron 
ore and low taxed pig iron are not to re- 
ceive attention? 

Tub most astonishing claim for tho 
McKinley bill is made by a local con 
temporary which says that “within a 
wet k after the passage of the McKinley 
hill the uumher of sheep in this oountiy 
increased 1,500, 220.” What intelligent 
aud prolific sheep we must have in this 
country, to increase so fast at only a 
week’s notice, aud one shudders to think 
of what would have become of all these 
tender lambs if the hill had uot passed. 
Thu statement is uo more absurd, how- 
ever, than of those made by tho paid 
organs of the Protective Tariff League.

It is far better 
for us th look abroad and see what is 
transpiring there. The first tliiug we 
notice is the recent remarkable revival 
in university education. Frauce is en- 
gaged in restoring tho righrs and digni- 
ties of its old foundations. Germany is 
strengthening its world-renowned semi- 
naries aud discussing methods of prim- 
ary education. Oxford aud Cambridge 
are widening their scope and enlarging 
their borders; the Victoria university of 
Manchester and tlio Albeit university of 
Loudon are now allies of learning. So, 
too, at home, since this university was 
established iu 1876, see what changes 
have come to pass. Four new founda- 
tions— in Chicago, in California, iu Massa- 
chusetts and in Washington— are each 
coming with a hope of pro nise to the 
front. Tlio state universities of Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, California, Texas and 
eisewhero are drawing liberally upon the :

AGAINST FREE SILVER. 

Laying aside all mere party considera- 
tions, no one can help commending 
Congressman Geo. Fred Williams, for his 
courage, his ability and his eloquent de- 
fence of sound money principles, and of 
the fair fame of Massachusetts. We 
have had no Congressman for years who 
has taken such a prominent position in 
Washington, and even Mr. Lodge with 
all his ability, has never taken such a 
bold stand on public questions. Ilia 
position on the coinage committee has 
naturally forced Mr. Williams into prom- 
inence, and it may be pleaded that Mr. 
I^odge never had the opportunities of 
Mr. Williams. But meu make opportuni- 
ties for themselves, and in his opposition 
to free silver coinage, Mr. Williams is 
not fighting for a mere party advantage, 
but for the business interests of the 
whole country. The passage of a free 
silver coinage bill by the house will 
probably bo followed by its passage by 
the Senate, and even if vetoed by the 
President it will seriously affect (he 
credit of the country both at home and 
abroad. 

Congressman Williams’speech on Tues- 
day was a very clear exposition of the 
calamities that will follow free silver, 
with so many foreigu countries ready to 
dump their whole stock of silver upon 
us, and the time has come when every 
friend of a sound currency should unite 
to fight the public enemy. 

The currency is already in danger from 
the law passed at the last session of Con- 
gress, which is rapidly forcing our cur. 
reney onto a silver basis, and such bodies 
as the New York Chamber of Commerce 
has sent resolutions to Congress urging 
the necessity of an immediate repeal of 
all legislation which requires the secre 
tary of the treasury to purchase silver 
bullion. That legislation shows that 
neither party can be fully tiusted on this 
questiou, when the votes of the Silver 
states are to be gained, and the friends 
of honest money from all parties should 
uuite to save the country from disaster. 
There are more sound money men nmoug 
Republicans than among Democrats, in 
ttie present Congress, and they should 
rise above party considerations when the 
prosperity of the country is attacked. It 
is not of half so much importance, what 
party elects the next president, as it is 
that we have a souud aud stable currency. 
It is easy to get an opponent in a hole, 
bnt very often in the eagerness to effect 
such an eud a man or a party is dragged 
into it also. The Democrats seem in a 
fair way to destroy themselves with their 
shouts for free silver, the machinations 
of (Iill and his crowd, and other follies, 
anil Republicans can gun oily honor by 
lighting at all times for a sound currency. 
This is the stand taken by the Boston 
Advertiser, which represents the business 
i-oiitiment of New England, and also the 
sentiment of intelligent Republicans, aud 
i: might also be said that the Advertiser ! 
is making good i'.s claim to being the 
leading Republican organ of New Eng- 
land. Its course in this matter is so public ' 
spirited, as to help forward the claims of 1 
i's editor. Speaker Barrett, to the United j 
>*ates Senatorship. Mr. Barrett is tak- 
i g a very shrewd course on this, as on , 
in ny other questions. 

With such men as Messrs Williams aud | 
Hoar on the Democratic side from tills 
s r ite, the Republicans have ueod to 
( xercise much more cate than they have 
in the past in making nominal ions to 

** i her br inch of Congress, as the resent 
speech of Congressman Walker has 
abundantly proved. 

< <>Ni*itKH«.\sA.N Lodge fits found his 
voice and mad- a strong speech against 
fi«*e silver coinage and presented a very 
effective summary of arguments against 
it. He thinks the question ought to be 
settled now and both parties put upon 
tecord as to their staudiug iu this mat- 
lei. Congressman Walker als » has spoken 
against it, ami it would be an excellent 
thing if all the members w ho have beeu 
coquetting witli this financial heresy for 
the past three years are put upon record 
in such a way that it will be impossible 
for them to pose as Governor McKinley 
of Ohio has done, as for free coinage 
w here that delusion is popular. The agi- 
tation will serve one good purpose, if it 
makes both party platforms this year ex- 
plicit on the question. Mr. Lodge has 
discovered that the great [majority of peo- 
ple are agaiust it and any party that fav 
ore it is doomed to defeat.

“hangs fire,” so to speak, the majority 
of the aldermen thinking that the figures 
which have been adopted by the Com- 


mon Council are rathor extravagant. 
The debate over the question on Monday 
night will bo found to be of more than 
usual Interest, and judging from the 
character of the aldermen who are op- 
posed to the larger sum, thoro does not 
seem much chance of a hose house boing 
built unless the Common Council come 
to their figures, and this they will prob- 
ably do when they understand the 
matter. There is no use of spending 
$12,500 when $10,800 is sufficient for all 
practical purposes. In regard to the

It is said that thero are many silver 
dollars in circulation of full weight, and 
good silver, which never saw the gov- 
ernment mint. The makers of these gain 
30 cents on overy dollar they make, and 
■o doubt find it a very profitable busi- 
ness. As they only do what, the govern- 
ment itself does, passing off 70 cents 
worth of silver for a dollar, it is not easy 
to see how they can bo prosecuted for 
counterfeiting, aud if silver keeps on go- 
ing down in price, tho business will bo 
more profitable still. It is curious that 
the free silver men do not propose a law 
makiug fifty cents worth of silver a legal 
dollar when properly stamped, and giv- 
ing everyone the right to make them. 
Then according to their theories every- 
one would get rich and ovorythiug would 
be lovely. _________________ 

At the hearing ou the annexation of 
Cambridge to Bostou, Thursday, City 
Solicitor Slocum of Newton said that he 
did not think it was advisable to have a 
much larger city at this eud of tho Com- 
monwealth. Tae examples of New York 
aud Chicago are such that we do not de- 
sire a metropolis in Massachusetts which 
will run aud rule the whole Common- 
wealth. The liquor iuterests could bo 
better taken care of by Cambridge sepr- 
rate. Another opponent to annexation 
said that the only interests favoring it so 
far were the rum iuterests aud the real 
estate speculators. 

Tub Memorial Hall Association has 
beou thoroughly organized and presents 
au admirable list of trustees, among 
whom are some of Newton’s most pub- 
lic-spirited and energetic men. With 
such officers there seems to be no possi- 
ble doubt of the success of the associ- 
ation iu carrying out its plans and secur- 
ing a building that will be a credit to tho 
city. The form of headiug for the sub- 
scription papers has been adopted aud 
has a very busiucss-like sound. The re- 
port of the meeting for organization iu 
another column is well worth reading. 


Two trunks containing clothing mgde 
in England for Harvard students, aud 
attempted to bo smuggled through by a 
man named Kindrick, have been seized 
by the Boston Custom officers, and will 
be sold at auction.

GRADE CROSSINGS IN NEWTON. 

The following bill iu relation to grade 
crossings in Newton has been passed by 
the legislature: 

Section 1. Authority is hereby given 
to the mayor aud aldermen of tho city of 
Newton, and to the directors of the Bos- 
ton and Albany Railroad Company to 
include in any petiliou under the pro- 
visions of chapter lour hundred aud 
twenty-eight of the acts of eighteen 
hundred aud ninety for the abolition of 
grade crossings upou the main line of 
said railroad compauy any and all cross- 
ings of said railroad by-ways above the 
grade of said railroad, aud also all piivate 
ways over or across said railroad, or the 
property of said railroad company, aud 
the said supeiior court, aud the justices 
thereof ana uuy commission appointed 
thereby are also authorized to deal with 
aud to include auy aud all such crossings 
above grade aud private ways iu any 
proceedings lelaliug thereto to the same 
extent as if they were respectively cross- 
ings of public ways at t he level of the 
railroad, and also said court and com- 
mission are authorized to make provision, 
by suitable opeuiugs or otherwise, for 
future crossings of said railroad by new 
streets lo be hereafter laid out, a‘t;d all 
provisions of said chapter four huiiurrd 
and twenty-eight and any acts iu amend- 
ment thereof shall apply lo all the pro- 
visions of this act, aud ciossiugs named 
theiein. 

Sect. 2. Any owner of private rights 
ol way over said railroad, w hose rights 
of way aie injured or destroyed by any 
proceeding under this act may recover 
Gn mages therefor in the manner damages 
may be recovered under said chapter 
four hundred and twenty-eight of the acts 
of eighteen hundred aud ninety and acts 
amendatory thereof. 

Sect 3. This act shall take effect 
upon its passage.

For throe yenrj of her life she operated 
a typewrite r in an ofli 'o not far from the 
Puli i err buildin*. Yon may have met 
bor in the “L” train. going uptown at 
night. Volt have perhaps noticed her 
daik eyes, the curly bang; above them 
and the tired expression in a face which 
would have been pretty if it bad half a 
chance. She was drawing $15 a week 
then. Now she has fifty thousand round, 
hard dollars of iter own, and she’s the 
happiest girl in all New York.. 

We’ll call her Fannie B revolt — that is 
not her name, but it will do. One year 
ago I met her. She and I boarded at the 
same “private boarding-house.” where 
our landlady, besides the onermn duties 
of housekeeping, took upon herself the 
gratuitous supervision of our morals and 
privnte business.

How Our Bonds May he Improved. 

(Col A. A. Pope lu the Forum.) 

I would have each state by a legislative 
enactment do at once two or three things 
in the direction of this movement, mine- 
ly: procure and disseminate information 
by establishing a bureau where the facts 
relating to the expense, mechanical con- 
struction, care, durability, use and ex- 
tent of Lire different kinds of roads shall 
be knowu and ascertained; then I would 
have some kind of state supervision and 
advisory assistance by a competent 
engineer or engineers appointed by the 
state iu aid of road and bridge building 
and repairing upou scientific principles 
and upou a comprehensive aud econom- 
ical plan for the whole state; thiidly, I 
wou-.d have the state cither own or con- 
trol aud maintain some through high- 
ways, connecting the principal towns in 
the state, and connecting these with the 
principal towns of neighboring states, 
where they are most needed, either for 
great public exigencies or for the greatest 
general use. The state would thus 
promote the equalization and the general 
reduction of expense of construction aud 
| maintenance ot these main roads, aud 
would give a profitable example and a 
strong incentive to tho adjacent towns to 
construct better contributory roads as 
feeders to the main ones. 1 would have 
the statu divide tho expenses of this 
scheme of road betterment in the tax 
levy, so that part of it should !"• ap- 
portioned to the whole state, part to the 
counties through which the roads ran, ! 
aud part to the towns. And, further, I ! 
would have this tax levy kept small aud 1 
the investment adequate and quickly ; 
| mado by the business man's method of j 
| borrowing the rnouey on loug loans. It 
would thus be easily paid out of the 
I profits ’>y those sharing ilium. 


Non- Tax Payers. 

It is common to find iu discussions of | 
reform iu municipal government, siys 
the Springfield Republican, the assuinp- j 
iton that the large majority jf citizens 
who nominally pay no taxes pay none in 
fact. Curiously enough Senator John | 
Sherman has fallen into the same error. ' 
He was recently quoted as saying that 
two-thirds of the population of large 
eities pay no taxes but devour the sav- 
ings ci the other tliiid iu excessive 
taxation. The New York tax reform as- I 
j sociutiwii at once asked the senntor if he 1 
was misquoted, aud the latter replies: “I 1 
did not suy that two-thirds devour the : 
I savings of the other third iu ex- 
| cesaive taxation, hut as I remember 1 
said that two-thirds of the voters in 
cities pay no taxation and liuve the bene- 
fit of the savings of the other third.” 
Nominally this may be true, hut iu ! 
reality it is far from the truth. To say 
: that the property taxes of a locality are 
| not loaded iu part at least upon tenants 
. iu the form of rents, etc., is to say that 
1 such taxes have no repercussivc quality, 
or cannot be shifted, aud this is at vari- 
ance with ull authorities ou the subject. 
It is a pernicious error, too; for it per- 
petuates the notion among the nominally 
non-tax-paying classes that they have no 
interest iu economy and honesty in local 
administration, when iu fact they have 
as great interest as auybody.

Then 
he will proceed to Manchuria and 
China. From Peking he will ride to 
Shanghai, will sail over the Chinese sea 
to Nagasaki, and will ride thence to his 
home in Tokio. — New York Sun.

llurglar Proof Glass. 

Under the name of wire glass a new 
invention 1 ms. been brought on the mar- 
ket in Dresden. The process of manu- 
facture consists in furnishing glass in a 
hot plastic condition with a flexible 
metallic layer, iron wire netting, for in- 
stance, which is completely inclosed by 
the vitreous substance and effectively 
protected against exterior influences, as 
rust, etc. The new glass possesses much 
greater resisting power than the ordi- 
nary material and is, it is claimed, in- 
different to tlio most abrupt changes of 
temperature and will even withstand 
open fire. 

The glass is specially adapted for sky- 
lights, the powerful resisting qualities 
of the material enabling the usual wire 
protectors to be dispensed with. As 
wire glass cannot be cut by the diamond, 
except under the application of great 
force, and cannot ho broken without 
creating considerable noise, the sub- 
stanco is claimed to bo in a measure 
burglar proof.— Iron.

In return for the corn which Uncle 
Sam proposes to teach the Russians how 
to eat, it is seriously suggested that we 
shall adopt a few hints from them re- 
specting the usefulness of the sunflower.
